The family of Devereux derives its ſurname from the town of Evreux in 
the duchy of Normandy, and the firſt of them who ſettled in England were 
Walter and Robert, ſons of Walter carl of Roſmar in that duchy. Walter 
received from William the conqueror, immediately after the battle of 
Haſtings, the lordſhip of Saliſbury in the county of Wilts ; and Patrick, 
his grandſon, was conſtituted lord ſteward of the houſhold to the empreſs 
Maud; and by that princeſs 1153 created earl of Saliſbury. He was mur- 
dered by Guy de Luſignan in the year 1167; and William, ſecond earl, his 


ſon, died 1196, leaving iſſue Ela, who was married to William ſurnamed 


 Longſword, natural ſon to king Henry the ſecond. In conſequence of this 


marriage the title of Saliſbury paſſed into the family of Longſword, and 


became extinct in the year 1250. 


William, fifth in deſcent from Robert, younger ſon of Walter earl of 
Roſmar, took part with the rebellious barons in the reign of king Henry 
the third, and was killed at the battle of Eveſham 4 Auguſt 1265. Walter, 
his great grandſon, had iſſue, 1. John, father of John, who fought under 
Edward the Black Prince in the wars of Spain, and was inſtalled knight of 


the garter in the year 1385. He was lord ſteward of the houſhold to king 
Richard the ſecond. 2. William. 


Walter, fourth in deſcent from William, married Anne, daughter and 
heireſs of William de Ferrars lord de Ferrars of Chartley ; in conſequence 
of which marriage he received ſummons to parliament 26 July 1461 by the 
title of baron de Ferrars. He was killed fighting for king Richard the 
third at the battle of Boſworth 22 Auguſt 1485. John, ſecond lord de 
Ferrars of the family of Devereux, his ſon, married Cicely, daughter of 
Henry Bourchier earl of the county of Eſſex, earl of Eu in the duchy of 


Normandy,

Normandy, viſcount Bourchier and baron Bourchier and Lovaine, and 
deſcendant of Thomas of Woodſtock duke of Glouceſter, youngeſt ſon of 
king Edward the third. The family of Devereux is the only ſurviving 
repreſentative of Thomas of Woodſtock. Walter, third lord de Ferrars, 

the iſſue of this marriage, was by king Edward the ſixth created viſcount 
Hereford ; and from the particular form of the patent, the heirs of his 

_ dignity are entitled, according to the opinion of fir Richard Saint George 

garter king at arms, to a ſeat in the parliament of Ireland as well as in that 

of England. He had iſſue, 1. Richard, father of Walter ſecond lord 
viſcount Hereford. 2. Edward. 


Walter, ſecond lord viſcount Hereford, was admitted in right of his 
great grandmother 1571 to the titles of earl of Eu and baron Bourchier and 


Lovaine, and was created by queen Elizabeth 4 May in the following year 
earl of the county of Eſſex. 


Robert, ſecond earl of Eſſex, his ſon, is one of the moſt intereſting 
characters in the hiſtory of England. He was a nobleman of an intrepid 
and impetuous ſpirit, generous, untractable, and precipitate ; and an 
advantage was made of theſe qualities to effect his ruin. He was appointed 
maſter of the horſe to queen Elizabeth in the year 1588, and commanded 
the land forces in the expedition againſt Cadiz in the year 1596. In the 
following year he was conſtituted earl marſhal of England, and in the year 
1599 lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland. In this laſt employment he 
was unſucceſsful ; and, having returned abruptly without leave of the queen, 
ſoon after fell under her diſpleaſure. In this fituation he took the deſperate 
reſolution of endeavouring to induce the city of London to riſe in his favour; 


but was taken priſoner, convicted of high treaſon, and beheaded 25 February

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1601. Some circumſtances relative to his unfortunate end are mentioned 

in the article of Howard earl of Effingham. He married Frances, daugh- 

ter and heireſs of fir Francis Walfingham ſecretary of ſtate, and relict of 
ſir Philip Sidney; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Robert, third earl of 

Eſſex. 2. Dorothy, married to fir Henry Shirley of Stanton Harold in 

the county of Leiceſter baronet. 


Robert, third earl of Eſſex, was ſoon after reſtored in blood, and married 
Frances, daughter of Thomas firſt earl of Suffolk; from whom he was 
divorced, and who was afterwards the infamous contriver of the poiſoning 
of ſir Thomas Overbury. Upon the firſt inſurrections of the Scots in 1639 
he was appointed lieutenant general of the forces that were ſent againſt 
them, and in the year 1641 promoted to be lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold to king Charles the firſt ; but he reſigned this poſt in the 
following year, and accepted of the office of commander in chief of the 
parliamentary forces in the civil war, in which ftation he continued till 
the paſſing of the ſelf-denying ordinance in April 1645. Upon his death 
14 September 1647 the titles of earl of Eſſex and Eu became extinct, and 
thoſe of baron de Ferrars of Chartley, Bourchier and Lovaine came into the 
family of Shirley earl Ferrers. 


Edward, younger ſon of Walter firſt lord viſcount Hereford, was created 
a baronet by king James the firſt 2 5 November 1612, and had iſſue, 
1. Walter, fifth lord viſcount Hereford, who ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of Robert third earl of Eſſex. 2. George, grandfather of Price 
ninth lord viſcount Hereford ; and of Vaughan, grandfather of Edward

The family of Brown is deſcended from fir Anthony Brown, who was 
one of the knights of the bath at the coronation of King Richard the ſecond. 
Anthony, his great grandſon,” diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Stoke 
6 June 1487, and married Lucy, daughter of John Nevil marquis of Mon- 
tagu. George, his brother, was apprehended in the reign of king Richard 
the third upon a charge of aiding the rebellion of Henry Stafford duke of 
Buckingham ; and Ambroſe, his deſcendant, was created a baronet by king 
Charles the firſt 7 July 1627, which title is now extinct. 


Anthony, ſon of Anthony, was conſtituted in the year 1539 maſter of 
the horſe to king Henry the eighth, and elected 23 April in the following 
year knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter. By the will 
of king Henry he was declared one of the ſixteen executors to whom the 
government of the kingdom was intruſted during the minority of king 
Edward the ſixth. He died 6 May 1 548. 


Anthony, his ſon, was conſtituted 8 April 1554 maſter of the horſe to 
queen Mary; and by that princeſs, by whom he was conſiderably truſted

Anthony, ſeventh lord viſcount Montagu, third in deſcent from Francis 
third lord viſcount Montagu, married 2 July 1765 Frances, daughter of 
Herbert Mackworth of Gnol in the county of Glamorgan eſquire, and 
relict of Alexander Falconer fifth lord Halkertoun of the kingdom of 
Scotland ; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Elizabeth Mary, born 5 February 
1767. 2. George Samuel, preſent and eighth lord viſcount Montagu.

THOMAS THYNNE, viſcount Weymouth, baron Thynne of War- 
minſter, and a baronet; knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council, groom of the ſtole to his majeſty, high ſteward of 
Tamworth in the county of Stafford, one of the elder brethren of the 
Trinity Houſe, and a governor of the Charter Houſe. 


This nobleman was born 13 September 1734, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 12 January 1751. He was conſtituted 
25 November 1760 one of the lords of*the bedchamber, which office he 
exchanged 21 April 1763 for that of maſter of the horſe to the queen. 
Having reſigned this appointment, he was conſtituted 30 April 1765, 
under the adminiſtration of Mr. George Grenville, lord lieutenant of the 
kingdom of I land; in which poſt he continued till July following. He 
was declared 20 January 1768 one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of 
ſtate, which office he reſigned in December 1770 ; and, being reappointed 
10 November 1775, held the ſeals till November 1779. He was conſti- 
tuted groom of the ſtole to his majeſty 4 May 1782. 


Lord viſcount Weymouth married 22 May 1759 Elizabeth Cavendiſh, 
daughter of William ſecond duke of Portland; by which lady, who was 
conſtituted 5 September 1761 one of the ladies of the bedchamber to the 
queen, he has iſſue, 1, Louiſa, born 25 March 1760, and married to 
Heneage carl of Aylesford.

John, ſeventh in deſcent from Walter brother of Adam, changed his name 
from Boteville to that of Thynne. He lived in the reign of king Edward | 


the fourth. William, grandſon of John, was maſter of the houſhold to 


king Henry the eighth ; and John, his grandſon, was ſecretary to Edward 
firſt duke of Somerſet. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his zealous adherence 
to the reformed religion. Thomas, his grandſon, had iſſue, 1. Thomas, 
the intimate friend of William firſt duke of Devonſhire. He was a man 
of great wealth and magnificence, and married Elizabeth, daughter and 
heireſs of Joſceline Percy earl of Northumberland ; on whoſe account he 
was aſſaſſinated by the contrivance of Charles count Koningſmark, a noble- 
man of the kingdom of Poland, 12 February 1682. 2. Henry Frederic, 
who was created a baronet 15 July 1641. 


Thomas, ſecond baronet, his ſon, ſucceeded to the eſtate of his uncle, 
and was in the ſame year created by king Charles the ſecond baron Thynne 


of Warminſter and viſcount Weymouth, with remainder to James, and

This nobleman was born 6 March 1761, and elected 1780 to repreſent 
the borough of Cricklade in the county of Wilts. He ſucceeded to the 
title upon the death of his father 5 May 1787. 


Lord viſcount Bolingbroke married 1783 Charlotte, 
daughter of the reverend Collins of the city of Wincheſter. 


Sir Oliver Saint John, in the reign of king Henry the ſixth, married 
Margaret, ſiſter and heireſs to John Beauchamp lord Beauchamp of Blet- 
ſhoe; by which lady, who afterwards married John Beaufort duke of 
Somerſet, and was grandmother to king Henry the ſeventh, he had iſſue, 


1. John, anceſtor to the extin& earls of Bolingbroke, and to Henry Beau- 


champ lord Saint John of Bletſhoe. 2. Oliver. 


John, ſon of Oliver, was one of three executors of Margaret countefs 


of Richmond, mother to king Henry the ſeventh and foundreſs of Chriſt's 


College and Saint John's College in the univerſity of Cambridge. He had 
iſſue, 1. John, who had ifſue, John; and Barbara, married to fir Edward 
brother of George Villiers firſt duke of Buckingham. 2. Oliver, who

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diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Kinſale in the kingdom of Ireland in 
the year 1601. He was ſucceſſively preſident of the province of Munſter 
and maſter of the ordnance in that kingdom. He exchanged this office 
3 April 1616 for that of lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland, in which 
employment he continued till 3 June 1622, when he was created by king 
James the firſt viſcount Grandiſon of Limeric in that kingdom, with 
remainder to the ifſue of fir Edward Villiers brother of George firſt duke of 
Buckingham, and of Barbara his wife, in which line the title ſtill exiſts. He 
was conſtituted 13 June 1625 lord high treaſurer of the kingdom of Ireland, 
and by king Charles the firſt 21 May 1626 created baron Tregoſe of High- 
worth in the county of Wilts.

John, ſon of John brother to lord viſcount Grandiſon, was created a 
baronet by king James the firſt 22 May 1611; and, embracing the party of 


king Charles the firſt, had three of his ſons killed in the civil war. Sir 


Walter, third baronet, his ſon, married Joanna, daughter of Oliver Saint 
John lord chief juſtice of the court of common pleas. Sir Henry, fourth 
baronet, the iſſue of this marriage, was created by king George the firſt 
baron Saint John of Batterſea and viſcount Saint John, and had iflue Henry ; 
and John, ſecond lord viſcount Saint John. He died April 1742. 


Henry, the eldeſt ſon, poſſeſſed all thoſe accompliſhments which cha- 
racteriſe a ſuperior genius. He was graceful in his perſon, and of an 
attractive eloquence. The ſtyle of his compoſitions is rich, nervous, full 
of the ſtrongeſt reflections and the moſt lively imagination. He was equally 
{ſkilled in philoſophy and in politics, and cultivated the acquaintance of the 
firſt literary characters of his age. But with theſe excellencies he was 


occaſionally

occaſionally proud, aſſuming and imperious; and the revenge he conceived 
againſt thoſe who had injured him, repeatedly led him to an improper 
extreme. In his youth he was educated in the houſe of his great uncle, 
lord chief juſtice Saint John, a man of ſtrong talents and flexible principles, 
and a rigid Preſbyterian. When he broke looſe from theſe unnatural 
ſhackles, he entered into all the riot and diſſipation which were frequent to 


that age. Having afterwards applied to buſineſs, he was appointed 20 April 
1704 ſecretary at war to queen Anne, which office he reſigned in February 
1708, at the ſame time that Harley afterwards earl of Oxford reſigned 
the office of ſecretary of ſtate. Upon the diſmiſſion of the whig miniſtry 
in the year 1710 Mr. Saint John was conſtituted one of the principal 
ſecretaries of ſtate, and two years after created baron Saint John of Lydiard 
Tregoſe and viſcount Bolingbroke, with remainder to lord viſcount Saint 


John, his father. Upon the acceſſion of king George the firſt he was 


_ diſmiſſed from office. The chief meaſure of his adminiſtration was the 


peace of Utrecht; and at the cloſe of the reign of queen Anne, a violent 
miſunderſtanding broke out between him and the earl of Oxford lord high 
treaſurer. Upon the acceflion of king George the firſt, a refolution being 
taken to impeach himſelf, the earl of Oxford, and two more of queen 


Anne's miniſters, he withdrew to the continent, and a bill of attainder 


paſſed againſt him. In France he entercd into the ſervice of the Pretender, 
with whom he ſoon after quarreled. He was reſtored in blood 28 May 
1723, but not admitted to his ſeat in the houſe of peers; and he ſoon after 
engaged in the oppoſition to fir Robert Walpole ; upon which occaſion he 
produced a ſeries of papers in a publication called the Craftſman, which 
are among the firſt political writings of this country. His other works are 
principally, an Idea of a Patriot King; Letters on the Study of Hiſtory ; 
and a collection of Philoſophical Eſſays, unfavourable to the Chriſtian 


revelation. 
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revelation. He died 15 December 1751, in the ſeventy-ninth year of his 
age. | 


John, ſecond lord viſcount Saint John, who ſucceeded to the title on 
account of the attainder of his elder brother, married Anne, daughter of fir

GEORGE B VNG, viſcount Torrington, baron Byng of Southil and a 


baronet ; his majeſty's envoy extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to 
the court of Bruſſels. | 


This nn was born 1739, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 7 April 1750. He was conſtituted 19 April 


1783 his majeſty's envoy extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the 
court of Bruſſels. 


Viſcount Torrington married 10 July 1765 Lucy, daughter of John 
Boyle fifth earl of Cork of the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady he has 
iſſue, 1. Lucy Elizabeth, born 27 October 1766, and married 29 May 
1788 to Orlando, ſon of ſir Henry Bridgman of Weſton in the county of 
Salop baronet. 2. Georgiana Elizabeth, born 24 February 1768. 3. Iſa- 
bella Elizabeth, born 21 September 1773. 4. William Henry, born 
7 May 1775. 


The family of Byng has been traced back to the reign of king Henry the 
ſeventh. | 


George Byng in the reign of king Charles the ſecond embraced the 
maritime profeſſion, and was particularly intruſted in the intrigues of 
admiral Ruſſel, afterwards earl of Orford, and others, with the prince of 
Orange, afterwards king William the third, in the year 1688. He was 
ſecond in command under fir Cloudeſley Shovel at the period of his death, 
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and was eminently inſtrumental in faving a conſiderable part of the fleet 
under the command of that officer. He was fent with a ſquadron in the 
year 1708 and 1715 to counteract the intended invaſion of the Pretender, 
and was created a baronet by king George the firſt 15 November 1715. 


He was appointed commander in chief of the grand fleet in the Spaniſh 


war in that reign, and gained a conſiderable victory over the navy of 
that country 11 Auguſt 1718. In conſequence of theſe ſervices he was 
ſome time after created baron Byng of Southil and viſcount Torrington, 
and was farther promoted by king George the ſecond 2 Auguſt 1727 
to be firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty. He had iflue, 1. Pattee, 
ſecond lord viſcount Torrington. 2. George, third lord viſcount Tor- 
rington. 3. Robert, who was appointed in the year 1739 governor 
of the iſland of Barbadoes, and married 19 December 1734 Elizabeth, 
daughter of Jonathan Forward efquire ; by which lady he had iflue 
George, born 1735, and elected 1768 and 1774 to repreſent the borough of 
Wigan in the county of Lancaſter, and 1780 to repreſent the county of 
Middleſex. He married 5 March 1761 Anne, daughter of the right 
honourable William Conolly of Caſtletown in the county of Kildare in the 
kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady he has iſſue Anne Elizabeth, born 
14 February 1762 ; and George, born 17 May 1764. Robert, the father, 
died in the year 1740. 4. John, who embraced the maritime profeſſion, 
and was commiſſioned in the year 1756 to relieve the iſland of Minorca, in 


which ſervice he did not ſucceed. For this failure he was tried and con- 


demned by a court martial 27 January 1757, the court at the ſame time 
declaring that the preciſion of the articles of war had not left them an 
alternative, and that the miſcondu& of admiral Byng aroſe neither from 
cowardice nor diſaffection. They accordingly recommended him to the 


royal clemency ; but notwithſtanding their repreſentations, he was ſhot to 
death 
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death 14 March 1757, and his fate has uſually been regarded as a ferifice 
intended to divert the current of popular clamour. Lord Torrington died 
17 January 1733. 


Pattee, ſecond lord viſcount Torrington, was conſtituted 22 February 
1746 captain of the yeomen of the guard, and died 23 January 1747. 


George, third lord viſcount Torrington, married Elizabeth, grand- 
daughter of fir Peter Daniel knight ; by which lady, who died 17 March 
1759, he had iflue, 1. George, preſent and fourth lord viſcount Torring- 
ton. 2. John, born 11 October 1740, who married 3 March 1767 
Bridget, daughter of Arthur Foreſt eſquire, a captain in the navy; by 
which lady he has ifſue Elizabeth, born January 1768 ; Cecilia Anne, 
born 14 Auguſt 1770; Anna Maria Bridget, born 18 Auguſt 1771;

WILLIAM ROBERT FITZGERALD, duke of Leinſter, marquis of 
Kildare, earl of Kildare, earl of Offaley and baron Offaley of the kingdom 
of Ireland, premier marquis, earl and baron of the kingdom of Ireland; 


viſcount Leinſter of Taplow in the kingdom of Great Britain; knight of 


Saint Patrick, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council of the 
kingdom of Ireland, maſter of the rolls and governor of the county of 
Kildare in that kingdom. 


This nobleman was born 2 Maren 1749, and ſoon after he came of 
age elected to repreſent the city of Dublin. He ſucceeded to the title on 
the death of his father 19 November 1773, was clected knight of the 
illuſtrious order of Saint Patrick at its firſt inſtitution 5 February 1783, and 
conſtituted 6 June 1788 maſter of the rolls in the kingdom of Ireland. 


The duke of Leinſter married September 1775 Emilia Olivia, 
daughter of Uſher Saint George, lord Saint George of the kingdom of 
Ireland; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Mary Rebecca, born 6 May 1777. 
2. Emilia Elizabeth, born 13 May 1778. 3. A daughter, born 6 No- 
vember 1780. 4. A daughter, born 1784. f 5. A daughter, 
born September 1787. 


The family of Fitzgerald is deſcended from Maurice, who, together with 
his elder brother William, anceſtor to the marquis of Lanſdown, was 
among 
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among the adventurers that accompanied Richard, ſurnamed Strongbow, 
earl of Pembroke, in the conqueſt of Ireland. Gerald, his ſon, was created 
by king John in the year 1205 baron Offaley, and is ſaid to have been 
chief juſtice of Ireland. Maurice, ſecond lord Offaley, his fon, was con- 
ſtituted by king Henry the third in the years 1229 and 1232 lord juſtice 
of the kingdom of Ireland. This nobleman, as well as his poſterity, per- 
formed many eminent ſervices for the preſervation of the Engliſh authority, 
having killed in battle Richard Marſhal earl of Pembroke, and taken pri- 
ſoner Cormac Macarthy O*Melaghlin, a leader of the natives. He after- 
wards marched againft the Odonnels and the O' Neils, and aſſiſted king 
Henry the third in the year 1244 in an expedition againſt the Welch. At 
length he took upon him the habit of Saint Francis, and died 8 May 1257, 
having iſſue, 1. Thomas, third lord Offaley. 2. Maurice, who was con- 
ſtituted by king Henry the third 23 June 1272 lord juſtice of the kingdom 
of Ireland. | 


John, fourth lord Offaley, his fon, and Maurice his brother, raiſed an 
army for the ſuppreſſion of Macarthy More in the year 1261, and were 
killed in that expedition. Thomas, fixth lord Offaley, grandſon of John, 
was carried while an infant in the cradle by an ape or baboon to the top 
of the ſteeple of the abbey of Trallee, and afterwards reſtored to his cradle; 


in memory of which his poſterity have born a monkey for their creſt, and 


two monkeys for the ſupporters of their armorial bearings. He was 
conſtituted by king Edward the firſt 3 April 1295 lord juſtice of the king- 
dom of Ireland, and had iſſue, 1. John, ſeventh lord Offaley. 2. Maurice, 
created by king Edward the third 27 Auguſt 1329 earl of Deſmond. Lord 
Deſmond was conſtituted 20 July 1355 lord juſtice of the kingdom of 
Ireland; but upon various occaſions hgaded a party in oppoſitizn to the 

Englith 
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Engliſh government, and together with his poſterity occaſioned frequent 
inſurrections in that iſland, The branch of Deſmond diſputed the point of 


ſeniority with the anceſtors of the duke of Leinſter, and the title became 
extinct in the year 1632. 


John, ſeventh lord Offaley, performed ak ſervices againſt 
Edward Bruce and the Scottiſh invaders in the year 1315, and was by 
king Edward the ſecond 14 May 1316 created earl of Kildare. Thomas, 
ſecond earl of Kildare, his ſon, was conſtituted by king Edward the 


ſecond in the year 1320 and by king Edward the third in the year 
1327 lord juſtice of the kingdom of Ireland. Maurice, fourth earl of 


Kildare, his ſan, ſerved under king Edward the third at the fiege of Calais, 


and was conſtituted 13 March 1360 lord juſtice of the kingdom of Ireland. 
Gerald, fifth earl of Kildare, his ſon, was appointed by king Henry the 


fourth 7 September 1405 lord juſtice of the kingdom of Ireland. Thomas, 
ſeventh earl of Kildare, his grandſon, was conſtituted by king Henry the 
ſixth in the year 1454 lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland, which office 
he exchanged in the year 1463 for that of lord high chancellor of that 


kingdom for life. He was again appointed lord juſtice in the year 1468, 
and lord deputy in the year 1471. 


Gerald, eighth earl of Kildare, his ſon, ſucceeded his father in the office 
of lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland. With many other conſiderable 
perſonages of that kingdom he attached himſelf to the party of Lambert 
Simnel, the ſon of a baker, who was employed to perſonate the earl of 
Warwick, ſon of George duke of Clarence, who had been born in the 
kingdom of Ireland, and under pretence of this deſcent to claim the crown 
of England. The earl of Kildare aſſiſted at his coronation at the city of 
Dublin ; and his brother ThomagyFitzgerald lord high chancellor, having 

reſigned 
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reſigned that office, accompanied Simnel in his expedition into England, 
and was killed at the battle of Stoke 6 June 1487. In conſequence of this 
tranſaction the earl of Kildare was removed from the office of lord deputy in 
the following year. He acquired many enemies by the lawleſs manner in 
which he purſued his projects of perſonal revenge; and, being accuſed of a 
favouring Perkin Warbec, a ſecond pretender to the crown, and of other 
crimes, he was obliged to paſs over to England for his defence. You ſee 
« what a man he is,” ſaid his adverſaries; © all Ireland cannot rule 
*« yonder gentleman.” If it be fo,” replied king Henry, then he is 
*« meet to rule all Ireland; and accordingly conſtituted him 6 Auguſt 
1496 lord deputy of that kingdom. By this treatment his affections appear 
to have been won to the crown of England, and he acted with great zeal in 
oppoſition to Perkin Warbec and the rebel natives. After diſtinguiſhing 
himſelf by many conſiderable exploits, he died 16 October 1513. 


Gerald, ninth earl of Kildare, his ſon, was conſtituted 18 February 
1504 lord high treaſurer of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he 
exchanged upon the deceaſe of his father for that of lord deputy. He per- 
formed ſeveral conſiderable ſervices to the crown ; but a controverſy ariſing 
between him and Piers Butler earl of Ormond, his brother in law, he was 
deprived of his government in the year 1519, and again reſtored 4 Auguſt 
1524. Two years after, he was impriſoned in the Tower of London, and 
being reſtored to his office, was again ſummoned to make a perſonal defence 
to king Henry the eighth in the year 1534. During his abſence he left 
Thomas lord Offaley, afterwards tenth ear] of Kildare, his ſon, to com- 
mand in his room. A report being propagated, that carl Gerald was 
beheaded in London, the young nobleman, together with his uncles James, 
Oliver, Richard, John and Walter, ſet the Englith adminiſtration at open 
Vor. II, E defiance, 
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defiance, and committed various hoſtilities and barbarities. He was at 
length taken priſoner, and together with his five uncles ſent to London and 
hanged at Tyburn 2 February 1536. Earl Gerald, his father, oppreſſed 
W _ . with grief at the inconſiderate conduct of his ſon, died in confinement. 
1 12 December 1534. He had iſſue, among other children, Elizabeth, who 
was celebrated by the famous Henry earl of Surrey, ſon of Thomas third 
duke of Norfolk, under the appellation of the fair Geraldine. The family 
was attainted by act of parliament 15 July 1534. 
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Gerald, eleventh earl of Kildare, ſon of Gerald, was reſtored to his 
eſtate by king Edward the ſixth, and to his titles by queen Mary. Soon 
after the acceſſion of queen Elizabeth, he conformed to the proteſtant 
religion, and did conſiderable ſervice againſt the rebel natives. He had 
iſſue, 1. Gerald, lord Offaley, whoſe daughter Lettice married Robert 
Digby, anceſtor to lord Digby. She was created by king James the firſt 
baroneſs of Offaley for life. 2. Henry, twelfth earl of Kildare. 3. Wil- 
liam, thirteenth earl of Kildare.

Edward, younger ſon of Gerald ninth earl of Kildare, had iflue, 
x. Gerald, fourteenth earl of Kildare. 2. Thomas, father of George 
fixteenth earl of Kildare. 


George, ſixteenth earl of Kildare, was educated in the proteſtant religion, 
in which his family have ever ſince continued. He had iflue, 1. Went-- 
worth, ſeventeenth carl of Kildare. 2. Robert, who eminently contributed: 
to the eſtabliſhment of the royal authority in Ireland at the period of the 
reſtoration. Under the government of the earl of Tyrconnel, who was by 
king James the ſecond appointed lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, 
he was thrown into Newgate, and continued in confinement till the period 
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of the battle of the Boyne 1 July 1690, upon which occaſion Mr. Robert 
Fitzgerald eſcaped from his guard, and exerted himſelf with great ſpirit and 
intrepidity to preſerve the peace of the metropolis, preventing the violences 
both of papiſts and proteſtants. He was father of Robert, nineteenth earl 
of Kildare, who was the firſt mover of the bill for recognizing the title of 


the preſent royal family upon the death of queen Anne. Earl Robert had 
iſſue, James twentieth earl of Kildare; and Margaretta, married to Wills 


Hill earl of Hillſborough. She died 15 January 1766. 


James, twentieth earl of Kildare, was by king George the ſecond con- 
ſtituted March 1760 maſter general of the office of ordnance in the 
kingdom of Ireland, and created viſcount Leinſter of Taplow in the 
kingdom of Great Britain, He was by king George the third 4 March 
1761 farther created earl of Offaley and marquis of Kildare in the kingdom 
of Ireland, and 26 November 1766 duke of the province of Leinſter in that 
kingdom. He married 7 February 1747 Emilia, daughter of Charles 
ſecond duke of Richmond ; by which lady, who married ſecondly William 
Ogilvie eſquire preceptor to the preſent duke of Leinſter, he had iſſue, 
1. William Robert, preſent and ſecond duke of Leinſter. 2. Emilia 
Maria Margaretta, born 15 March 1752, and married Auguſt 1774 to 
Charles Coote earl of Bellamont of the kingdom of Ireland. 3. Charles, 
born 3o June 1756, and elected in ſeveral parliaments to repreſent the 
county of Kildare in the kingdom of Ireland. 4. Charlotte Mary Ger- 


trude, born 29 May 1758. 5. Henry, born 3o July 1761, and elected 
in ſeveral parliaments to repreſent the borough of Kildare in the kingdom

This nobleman was born 18 November 1745, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 31 October 1774. 


Lord viſcount Wentworth married 2 February 1788 , relic 
of Edward Ligonier earl Ligonier of the kingdom of Ireland. 


The family of Noel is defcended in the female line from ſir Roger, the 
fourth in deſcent from John Wentworth, younger brother of William, 
anceſtor to the earl of Strafford. Sir Roger had iſſue, 1. Sir Philip, who 
adhered to the party of the houſe of Lancaſter in the civil wars. 2. Henry, 
anceſtor to John, who was created a baronet by king James the firſt 22 June 
1611, which title became extin& at his death. 


Sir Henry, his ſon, had iſſue, 1. Sir Richard, father of Thomas, who 
had ſummons to parliament by the title of baron Wentworth of Nettleſted 
in the reign of king Henry the eighth, and was lord chamberlain of the 

houſhold to king Edward the fixth. He died 3 March 1551. 2. Mar- 
gery, married to fir John Seymour of Wolthal in the county of Wilts 
knight ; by whom ſhe had iſſue, Edward, duke of Somerſet, lord protector 


of England; and Jane, conſort to king Henry the eighth, and mother of 


king Edward the fixth.

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Thomas, ſecond lord Wentworth, ſon of Thomas, was appointed by 
king Edward the ſixth in the year 1553 deputy of Calais, and in the year 


1558 was indicted of high treaſon for the ſurrender of that fortreſs, and 
honourably acquitted. 


Thomas, fourth lord Wentworth, his grandſon, was by king Charles 
the firſt 5 February 1626 created earl of Cleveland, and 1627 appointed 
captain of the band of gentlemen penſioners.

He had 
ine 1. Thomas, lord Wentworth, who diſplayed conſiderable bravery 
in the civil wars, and died in the life time of his father. 2. Anne, married 
to John Lovelace lord Lovelace; by whom ſhe had iſſue ] ohn lord 
Lovelace ; and Margaret, married to fir William Noel baronet of Kirkby 


Mallory in the county of Leiceſter. Upon the death of the earl of Cleve- 
land 26 March 1667 that title became extinct, and the title of baron 


Wentworth of Nettleſted deſcended firſt to the family of Lovelace ; and 


becoming extinQ in that branch, it deſcended ſecondly to the poſterity of 
fir William Noel baronet and Margaret his wife. 


Verney, grandfon of John, brother of Andrew Noel anceſtor to the earl 
of Gainſborough, was created a baronet by king Charles the ſecond 6 July 
1660; and fir William, ſecond baronet, his ſon, married Margaret,

daughter of John Lovelace lord Lovelace. Sir John, fourth baronet, the 
iſſue of this marriage, was father of ſir Clobery fifth baronet, and of Wil- 
liam, who was appointed in the year 1750 chief juſtice of Cheſter and of 
the principality of Wales, which office he exchanged March 1757 


for that of one of the juſtices of the court of common pleas. He died 
8 December 1762. 


Sir Clobery, fifth baronet, married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas 
Rowney of the city of Oxford eſquire ; by which lady he had iflue, 1. Sir 
Edward, fixth baronet. 2. Thomas, who was appointed a captain in his 
majeſty's navy, and was killed in the action off Minorca 20 May 1756. 
3. John, who embraced the clerical profeſſion, and was appointed dean of 


Saliſbury. He died 4. Rowney, who embraced the 
clerical profeſſion. 5. Mary. 


Sir Edward, fixth baronet, fucceeded to the title of baron Wentworth of 
Nettleſted upon the death of Martha baroneſs Wentworth of Nettleſted 
daughter and heireſs of John Lovelace lord Lovelace, 18 July 1745. By king 
George the third he was farther created viſcount Wentworth of Welleſbo- 
rough. He married Judith, daughter and heireſs of William Lamb of Wel- 
lingborough in the county of Northampton eſquire; by which lady, who died 
10 December 1761, he had iſſue, 1. Thomas, preſent and ſecond viſcount 
Wentworth. 2. Judith, born 3 November 1751, and married 9 January 
1777 to Ralph Milbank, ſon of fir Ralph Milbank of Halnaby in the 
county of York baronet. 3. Elizabeth, married 19 June 1777 to James

WILLIAM COURT ENA, viſcount Courtenay of Powderham Caſtle, 
and a baronet. 


This nobleman was born 30 July 1768, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 14 December 1788. 


The family of Courtenay is deſcended from Pharamond, who is com- 
monly reputed to have been the founder of the French monarchy. Athon, 
his deſcendant, in the reign of king Robert aſſumed the ſurname of 
Courtenay from a town of that name in the Ifle of France. Joſceline, his 
ſon, had iſſue, 1. Milo or Miles. 2. Joſceline, who engaged in the 
cruſade of Godfrey de Boulogne his kinſman, and became count of Edeſſa. 
Agnes, his grand- daughter, married Almeric king of Jeruſalem, and had 


iſſue Baldwin the Fourth king of Jeruſalem, and Sibylla conſort of Guy 
de Luſignan king of Jeruſalem. 


Reginald, ſon of Milo, had iſſue, during his reſidence in France, Eliza- 
beth, otherwiſe called Iſabella, who married Peter, younger ſon of Louis 
the Groſs king of France; in conſequence of which marriage, her huſband 
aſſumed the ſurname of Courtenay. Peter, their iſſue, was elected emperor 
of Conſtantinople in the year 1217, and was ſucceſſively followed in that 
dignity by his two ſons Robert and Baldwin. Robert, ſecond ſon of Peter 


and Elizabeth, reſided in France, where his poſterity arrived at conſiderable

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dignities; one of them being archbiſhop of Rheims in the year 1 300, and 
another chamberlain of the houſhold to king Charles the ſixth. They at 


various times made efforts to be acknowledged princes of the blood royal of 
France, but without fucceſs. 


Reginald de Courtenay, father in law of Peter, perſonally attached him- 
ſelf to Eleanor, conſort of Louis the Voung, king of France, and heireſs of 
Guienne and Poictou; and, upon the divorce of that monarch, was inſtru- 
mental in effecting her ſubſequent marriage to Henry the ſecond, king of 

England. Having come over into this iſland, he married Hawiſe, daughter 
and heireſs of Robert d'Abrincis or d'Avranches, viſcount of the cou nty of 
Devon, baron of Oakhampton and lord of the caſtle of Exeter; in con- 
ſequence of which marriage theſe dignities devolved upon Reginald. Robert, 
their iſſue, was deprived of the dignity of viſcount and of the lordſhip of 
the caſtle of Exeter by king Henry the third. Hugh, fifth baron of Oak- 
hampton, his great grandſon, ſucceeded to the title of earl of the county 
of Devon in the reign of king Edward the firſt, in conſequence of the 


marriage of his great grandfather Robert with Mary, daughter of Willam 
de Redvers earl of the county of Devon. 


Hugh, fecond earl of Devonſhire, his fon, married Margaret, grand- 
daughter of king Edward the firſt ; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Hugh. 
2. Edward, father of Edward third earl of Devonſhire, and of Hugh. 
3. William, who was elected in the year 1367 chancellor of the univerſity 
of Oxford, and in the year 1369 lord biſhop of Hereford, He was tranſ- 
lated in the year 1375 to the ſee of London, and in the year 1381 to the 


archiepiſcopal ſee of Canterbury, and died 31 July 1396. 4. Philip. 
5. Peter, 
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5. Peter, who was lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king Edward the 
third, governor of Calais and knight of the garter. 


Hugh, ſon of Hugh ſon of Hugh ſecond earl of Devonſhire, married 


Matilda, daughter of Joan of Kent, and half ſiſter to Edward the Black 


Prince. 


Edward, third ear! of Devonſhire, was carl marſhal and joint lord high 
admiral of England in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, and had iſſue, 
1. Edward, commander in chief of the fleet in the reign of king Henry 
the fifth. He died in the year 1417. 2, Hugh, fourth earl of Devon- 


ſhire, who ſucceeded his brother in the command of the fleet, and died 
16 June 1422. | 


Thomas, fifth earl of Devonſhire, ſon of Hugh, adhered to the houſe 
of Lancaſter in the civil wars, and married Margaret, daughter of John 
Beaufort earl of Somerſet, and grand-daughter of John of Gaunt, duke of 
Lancaſter ; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Thomas, fixth duke of Devon- 
ſhire, who was taken priſoner at the battle of Towton 29 March 1461, 
and beheaded. 2. Henry, ſeventh earl of Devonſhire ; who was attainted 
of high treaſon for his adherence to the houſe of Lancaſter, and beheaded 
4 March 1466. Upon his death, the dignity of earl of Devonſhire was 
conferred upon Humphrey, ſon of Humphrey Stafford duke of Bucking- 
ham. 3. John, who was reſtored to the title of earl of Devonſhire by the 
earl of Warwick, commonly called the King-maker, and killed at the 
battle of Tewkeſbury 4 May 1471. 
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Hugh, ſon of Hugh, brother of Edward third earl of Devonſhire, was 
killed, together with earl John, at the battle of Tewkeſbury; and Edward, 
his ſon, having been greatly inſtrumental in placing the crown upon the 
head of king Henry the ſeventh, was by that monarch reſtored to the 
title of earl of Devonſhire. William, tenth earl of Devonſhire, his ſon, 
married Catherine, youngeſt daughter of king Edward the fourth ; and, in 
conſequence of this marriage, was detained in confinement during a great 


part of the reign of king Henry the ſeventh. 


Henry, eleventh earl of Devonſhire, the iſſue of this marriage, was by 
king Henry the eighth 18 June 1525 created marquis of Exeter, and in 
the year 1532 declared heir apparent to the crown. According to the 
accuſtomed proceedings of this monarch, the marquis of Exeter was ſome 
years after indicted of high treaſon upon frivolous pretences, and beheaded 


9 January 1539. 


Edward, ſecond marquis of Exeter, his fon, was confined in the Tower 
of London from the death of his father till the acceſſion of queen Mary. 


By that princeſs he was greatly diſtinguiſhed, and received from her 
overtures of marriage; but he diſplayed a manifeſt preference for the 
character and accompliſhments of the princeſs afterwards queen Elizabeth; 
in conſequence of which they were both ſent to the Tower. In the fol- 
lowing year he was liberated upon the mediation of king Philip, and going 
over to the continent died 4 October 1566. Upon his death all the dignities 
of his family became extinct. 


Philip, fourth ſon of Hugh ſecond earl of Devonſhire, ſerved in the 
wars of king Edward the third, and was conſtituted by king Richard the 
ſecond

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ſecond in the year 1383 lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland; in 
which office he continued for ten years. He had iſſue, 1. Richard, chan- 
cellor of the univerſity of Oxford, who was elected in the year 1413 lord 
biſhop of Norwich, and died 14 September 1415.

Lord viſcount Maynard married 12 June 1776 Anne, daughter 
of Horton. 


The family of Maynard is in the liſt of thoſe perſons who came over to 
England with William the conqueror. John Maynard, in the reign of 
queen Mary, was one of the thirty-nine members of parliament who 
abſented themſelves rather than join in receiving the pope's authority. 
Henry, his ſon, was ſecretary to William Cecil lord Burleigh, lord high 
treaſurer of England in the reign of queen Elizabeth. He had iflue, 
1. William, created a baronet by king James the firſt 29 June 1611, and 
30 May 1620 baron Maynard of Wicklow in the kingdom of Ireland. By 
king Charles the firſt he was farther created 14 March 1628 baron of Little 
Eaſton, in the county of Eſſex.

This nobleman was born 11 September 1746, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 22 Auguſt 1783. 


Lord viſcount Hampden married 13 June 1768 Catherine, dau ghter of 
David Graeme eſquire, a general of his majeſty” s forces. 


The family of Trevor has been traced by the Welch heralds to the cloſe 
of the third century, Caradoc, third in deſcent, was earl of Hereford and 
Marchiogien in. the reign of king Arthur ; and Tudor, earl of Hereford, 
his great grandſon, was the firſt who bore the ſurname of Trevor. Colonel 
Mark Trevor, a deſcendant of the elder branch of this family, adhered to the 
party of king Charles the firſt, and was created by king Charles the ſecond in 
the year 1661 lord viſcount Dungannon of the kingdom of Ireland, which 
title became extinct in the year 1670. Thomas, deſcended from the younger 


branch, was conſtituted by king Charles the firſt one of the juſtices of the 
court of common pleas, which office he exchanged for that of lord chief 


baron of the court of exchequer. He was impeached by the houſe "8 
commons in the year 1641, but his impeachment was not proſecuted, He 


died 21 December 1656, leaving iſſue, 1. Thomas, who was created a 


baronet by king Charles the ar 11 Auguſt 1641, which title is now 
extinct.

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John, ſon of John, was by king Charles the ſecond October 1668 
appointed one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, and married Ruth, 
daughter of John Hampden of Great Hampden in the county of n 
ham eſquire.

of Vankruningen in the republic of the United Provinces ; by which lady,

This nobleman was born 1730, and having embraced 
the maritime profeſſion was conſtituted a captain in the royal navy 19 Au- 
guſt 1744. He was farther promoted to be clerk of the council of the 
duchy of Lancafter, and elected 1747, 1754 and 1761 to repreſent the 
borough of Fowey in the county of Cornwal. He ſucceeded to the title 
of baron Edgcumbe upon the death of his brother 10 May 1761, and 
was conſtituted 18 June in the ſame year lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotu- 
lorum of the county of Cornwal. He reſigned his office in the court of the 
duchy of Lancaſter June 1762, and was conſtituted 14. June 1768 joint 
vice treaſurer of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he exchanged 
8 December 1772 for that of captain of the band of gentlemen penſioners. 
By king George the third he was created viſcount Mount Edgcumbe 
and Valletort, and reſigned the office of captain of the band of gentlemen 


penſioners in April 1782. He was again appointed joint vice treaſurer of 
the kingdom of Ireland 18 February 1784.

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Lord viſcount Mount Edgcumbe married 6 Auguſt 1761 Emma, daughter 
and heireſs of the reverend John Gilbert lord archbiſhop of York ; by which 
lady he has iſſue Richard, born 13 September 1764, and elected 1786 to 
repreſent the borough of Fowey in the county of Cornwal.

Sir Richard Edgcumbe was concerned in the inſur- 
rection of Henry Stafford duke of Buckingham againſt the uſurpation of 
king Richard the third. This inſurrection being defeated, fir Richard 
went over to the continent to Henry Tudor earl of Richmond, afterwards 
king Henry the ſeventh, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his gallant behaviour 
at the battle of Boſworth 22 Auguſt 1485. Upon the acceſſion of king 
Henry he was appointed by that monarch comptroller of his houſhold, 
and employed by him in ſeveral important tranſactions. Sir Richard 
Edgcumbe, his grandſon, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, erected 
the family manſion at Mount Edgcumbe. Piers Edgcumbe, his great 
grandſon, was a ſtrenuous ſupporter of the party of king Charles the firſt in 


the civil wars. 


Richard, grandſon of Piers, was by king George the firſt created baron 
Edgcumbe of Mount Edgcumbe, and conſtituted 22 December 1743 chan- 
cellor of the duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter, which office he 
reſigned 24 January 1758.

George, ſon of Lionel Cranfield firſt duke of Dorſet, embraced the 
military profeſſion, and ſerved, with conſiderable reputation in the battles of 
Dettingen, Fontenoy and Culloden. He went over to Ireland in the year 
1751 g ſecretary to his father in the capacity of lord lieutenant of that king- 
dom, and was ſecond in command to Charles ſecond duke of Marlborough in 

the expedition againſt the port of Saint Malo, and in the expedition intended 
to reinforce prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick in the year 1758. Upon the 
death of the duke of Marlborough 20 October in that year, Lord George 
Sackville was appointed commander in chief of the Britiſh forces in Ger- 
many. He incurred the diſpleaſure of prince Ferdinand by his behaviour at 
the battle of Minden 1 Auguſt 1759; and having demanded to be tried 


by a court martial, was found guilty, and declared incapable of ferving his 


ſovereign in the military profeſſion. He aſſumed the ſurname of Germaine 
in purſuance of the wills of fir John Germaine of Drayton in the county of 


Northampton baronet, and of his conſort Elizabeth, daughter of Charles 


ſecond earl of Berkeley, By king George the third he was appointed 


19 November 1775 firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations and 
principal 


principal ſecretary of ſtate for the department of the colonies. In this 
ſituation he had a leading ſhare in the projects of the American war, and 
particularly in the fatal expedition of lieutenant general John Burgoyne, 
which terminated in the defeat of Saratoga. He reſigned his ſeat at the 
board of trade in November 1779, and the ſeals of ſecretary of ſtate in 
February 1782. Upon that occaſion he was created haron Bolebroke of 
Bolebroke and viſcount Sackville. One of the laſt public efforts of this 
nobleman was a ſpeech upon the ſubject of the Iriſh propoſitions in June 
1785, in which he ſtrongly recommended an union of the legiſlatures of the 


two kingdoms. 


Lord viſcount Sackville married Diana, daughter of John and niece of 
fir Jeremy Sambroke of Gubbins in the county of Hertford baronet ; by 
which lady, who died 1 5 January 1778, he had iſſue, 1.

This nobleman was called up by writ of ſummons to the houſe of peers 
of the kingdom of Ireland 23 March 1736, and ſucceeded to the Iriſh and 


. Scottiſh honours upon the death of his father 13 January 1744. He was 


elected 1761, 1768, 1774, 1780 and 1784 one of the fixteen repre- 
ſentatives of the peerage of Scotland. He was created by king George the 
third viſcount Hamilton of Hamilton, with remainder to John James, ſon 


of John ſon of James earl of Abercorn, his father. 


James, ſecond earl of Arran of the kingdom of Scotland, and firſt duke 
of Chatelherault of the kingdom of France, had iſſue, 1. John, anceſtor 
to the duke of Hamilton. 2. Claud, who had a conſiderable command in 
the army of Mary queen of Scots at the fatal battle of Langſide 15 May 
1568, in conſequence of which battle that princeſs fled into England. By 
king James he was created in the year 1591 baron of Paiſley in the county 
of Renfrew.

the kingdom of Scotland. He had iſſue, 1. James, ſecond earl of Abercorn. 
2. Claud. 3. George. 4. Alexander, father of „ who by 
the emperor Leopold was created a count of the holy Roman empire. 


James, ſecond: earl of Abercorn, was by king James the firſt created 
8 May 1618 baron of Strabane in the county of Tyrone of the kingdom of 
Ireland; which dignity he reſigned in favour of Claud, his brother.

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Claud, fiſth lord Strabane of the kingdom of Ireland, grandſon of Claud 
ſecond lord Strabane, ſucceeded to the title of earl of Abercorn upon the 
death of George third earl of Abercorn, ſon of James ſecond earl of 
Abercorn. He accompanied king James the ſecond in his expedition 
into Ireland in the year 1689, in which he loſt his life. He was attainted 


of high treaſon, but his attainder was reverſed in favour of his brother 
Charles, fifth earl of Abercorn. 


George, third fon of James firſt ear] of Abercorn, performed con- 
ſiderable ſervices in the party of king Charles the firſt in the civil wars 


in the kingdom of Ireland, and was by king Charles the ſecond in the year 
1660 created a baronet of that kingdom. He had iſſue, 1. James, who

James, ſeventh earl of Abercorn, married Anne, daughter of John 
Plumer of Blakeſware in the county of Hertford eſquire; by which lady, 
who died 30 September 1776, he had iſſue, 1. James, preſent and eighth 
earl of Abercorn. 2. John, who married Henrietta, natural daughter of 
the right honourable James Craggs, and mother of Edward lord Eliot ; 
by which lady, who died 1769, he had iſſue, John James, who was 
elected 1784 to repreſent the borough of Saint Germains in the county 
of Cornwal, and married June 1779 Catherine, daughter of fir Joſeph 
Copley of Sprotborough in the county of York baronet. John, the father 
died 18 December 1755.

EDWARD SOUTHWEL, baron Clifford of Appleby, baron Weſt- 
morland and baron Veſci. 


This nobleman was born 20 June 1768, and ſucceeded to the title upon 


the death of his father 1 November 1777. 


The family of Clifford is deſcended from William, younger fon of Richard 
fourth duke of Normandy, who came over to En gland with his nephew 
William the conqueror. Walter, ſon of William, aſſumed the ſurname of 
Clifford from the caſtle of Clifford in the county of Hereford, and had 


iſſue, 1. Walter, grandfather of Roger, who married Iſabella, daughter of 
Robert de Vipont baron of Weſtmorland, in whofe right the title of 
Weſtmorland deſcended to the family of Clifford. Roger de Clifford was 


killed in the wars of king Edward the firſt againſt the principality of * 


Wales 6 November 1283. 2. Roſamond, who was concubine to king 
Henry the ſecond, and is much celebrated by the old writers of romance. 
She bore to that monarch William Longſword, who was created earl of 


Saliſbury. 


Robert, 
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Robert, ſon of Roger, had ſummons to parliament by the title of baron 
Clifford of Appleby in the reign of king Edward the firſt, and was con- 
ſtituted by king Edward the ſecond in the year 1307 earl marſhal of 
England. He was killed in the battle of Bannockburn 2 5 June 1304, 
having iſſue Roger, ſecond lord Clifford, who was one of the nobles that 
were beheaded with Thomas earl of Lancaſter, grandſon of king Henry the 
third, 23 March 1322. 


Roger, fifth lord Clifford, great grandſon of Robert, was a nobleman 
of gallantry and merit, and had iſſue, 1. Thomas, ſixth lord Clifford, 
grandfather of Thomas eighth lord Clifford, who adhered: to the party of 
the houſe of Lancaſter in the civil wars, and loſt his life in the firſt battle 
of Saint Albans 22 May 1455. 2. Lewis, anceſtor of lord Clifford of 
Chudleigh. 


John, ninth lord Clifford, was one of the principal leaders of the party 
of the houſe of Lancaſter, and for his cruelty and inhumanity obtained the 
ſurname of the Butcher. He ſtabbed in cold blood, after the defeat of the 
Yorkiſts in the battle of Wakefield 24 December 1460, Edmund earl of 
Rutland, next brother to king Edward the fourth, who was at that time 
ſeventeen years of age, in pretended revenge of the death of his father. 
This nobleman married Margaret, daughter and heireſs of Henry Bromflete 
baran Bromflete and baron Veſci; in conſequence of which marriage the 


title of Veſci deſcended to the family of Clifford. He was killed at 


the battle of Towton 29 March 1461 in the twenty- ſixth year of his age. 


Henry, eleventh lord Clifford, his grandſon, was created by king Henry the 
eighth 18 June 1523 earl of the n of Cumberland, and had iſſue Henry, 
Vor. II. I ſecond 
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ſecond earl of Cumberland, who married Eleanor, daughter of Charles 


Brandon duke of Suffolk, and of Mary queen dowager of France, daughter 
of king Henry the ſeventh. | 


George, third earl of Cumberland, ſon of Henry ſecond earl, had iſſue 


Anne, heireſs of the baronies of Clifford, Weſtmorland and Veſci, who 


married firſt Richard third earl of Dorſet, and ſecondly Philip fourth earl of 
Pembroke. She has been much celebrated for her proud and independent 
ſpirit,” which particularly appeared in her anſwer to fir Joſeph Williamſon, 
ſecretary of ſtate to king Charles the ſecond, who wrote to recommend to her 
a candidate for the borough - of Appleby. * I have been bullied by an 
e uſurper, I have been neglected by a court, but I will not be dictated to 
e by a ſubje& : your man ſhall not ſtand.” Upon the death of Henry fixth 
earl of Cumberland, grandſon of Francis fourth earl, brother of George 
third earl, 4 February 1643, the title of Cumberland became extin& ; and 
Richard Boyle, ſecond earl of Cork of the kingdom of Ireland, afterwards 


created earl of Burlington in the county of York, who married Elizabeth 


his daughter and heireſs, was by king Charles the firſt 1644 created in her 
right baron Clifford of Laneſborough in the county of York. This title 
became extinct in the year 1753. YER, 


Thomas, ſixth earl of Thanet, grandſon of Richard third earl of Dorſet 
and of Anne Clifford, was admitted 12 December 1691 to the titles of 
baron Clifford, Weſtmorland and Veſci, and had iflue, 1. Catherine, mar- 
ried to Edward lord viſcount Sondes, fon of Lewis Watſon earl of Rock- 
ingham ; by whom ſhe had iſſue Catherine, married to Edward Southwel 
of King's Weſton in the county of Glouceſter eſquire. 2: Margaret, 
married to Thomas Coke earl of Leiceſter, who was admitted 13 Auguſt 


1734 
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1734 to the titles of baroneſs Clifford, Weſtmorland and Veſci. Upon 


her death 28 February 1775, the honours deſcended to the family of 
Southwel. 


The family of Southwel has been traced back to the reign of king Henry 
the third; and John Southwel in the reign of king Henry the fixth had 
iſſue, 1. Robert, father of Francis, who had iſſue Richard, and Robert, 
appointed by king Henry the eighth 1 July I541 to the office of maſter of 
the rolls. He died in the year 1549. 2. John, anceſtor to Thomas 
Arthur Southwel, lord viſcount Southwel of the kingdom of Ireland. 


Sir Robert, third in deſcent from Richard, was appointed by king 
Charles the ſecond to various foreign embaſſies, and by king William the 
third was conſtituted principal ſecretary of ſtate for the kingdom of Ireland. 
He was five times elected preſident of the royal ſociety, and died 11 Sep- 
tember 1702. Edward, his ſon, ſucceeded him in the office of principal 
ſecretary of ſtate for the kingdom of Ireland, and had iſſue Edward, who 


married Catherine, daughter and heireſs of Edward lord viſcount Sondes, 
ſon of Lewis Watſon earl of Rockingham. 


Edward, the iſſue of this marriage, received ſummons to parliament in 
right of his mother May 1776 by the titles of baron Clifford, Weſt- 
morland and Veſci. He married Sophia, daughter of Samuel Campbel 
of Mount Campbel in the county of Leitrim in the kingdom of Ireland 
eſquire; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Mary, born 15 September 1766. 
2. Edward, preſent lord Clifford of Appleby, being the eighteenth poſſeſſor 
of that title. 3. Catherine, born 19 September 1768. 4. Henry, born 
30 March 1773. 5. Elizabeth, born 11 June 1776. 6. Henrietta, born 
19 May 1777. 
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Baron Veſci of Alnwick in the county of Northumberland 29 December

THOMAS STAPLETON, baron Le Deſpencer and a baronet; doctor 
of laws. 


This nobleman was born 10 November 1766, and ſucceeded to the 
baronetage upon the death of his father 1 January 1781, and to the barony 
16 May 1788. | 


The family of Stapleton is in the liſt of thoſe perſons who paſſed over 
to Ireland with Richard de Clare earl of Pembroke, ſurnamed Strongbow, 
in the reign of king Henry the ſecond. John Edmund Stapleton of 
Thorleſbeg in the county of Tipperary, loſt his eftate by adhering to 
king Charles the firſt in the civil wars. William, his grandſon, followed 
king Charles the ſecond in his exile, and was ſoon after the reſtoration 
appointed captain general of the Leeward Iſlands in the Weſt Indies. He 
was by that monarch created a baronet 20 Necember 1679, and died 

Auguſt 1686. | 


William, fourth baronet, his grandſon, married Catherine, daughter and 
heireſs of William Paul of Braywic in the county of Berks eſquire, and of 
Catherine, daughter of Vere fifth earl of Weſtmorland; in conſequence 


of which marriage the barony of Le Deſpencer has at length devolved upon 
the family of Stapleton. | 


Thomas, 
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Thomas, fifth baronet, his ſon, married 27 November 1765 Mary, 
daughter of Henry younger brother of Thomas eighth earl of Weſt- 
morland; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Thomas lord Le Deſpencer. 


2. Maria, born 13 January 1768. 3. Catherine, born 15 January 1769. 


The barony of Le Deſpencer was originally beſtowed upon Hugh Le 
Deſpencer the father, the favourite of king Edward the ſecond, and after- 
wards deſcended in the female line to the Beauchamps lords Bergavenny, 
the Neviles lords Abergavenny, and the Fanes earls of Weſtmorland. 
Vere, fourth earl of Weſtmorland, had iſſue beſide three ſons, ſucceſſively 
earls of Weſtmorland, 1. Mary, married to fir Francis Daſhwood of the 
city of London baronet ; by whom ſhe had iſſue Francis, to whom the title 


of lord Le Deſpencer was confirmed 19 April 1763, and who died 11 De- 


cember 1781; and Rachael, who ſucceeded to the title upon the death of 
her brother, and married fir Robert Auſten of Bexley in the county of 


Kent baronet. 2. Catherine, married to William Paul of Braywic in the 
county of Berks eſquire.

He aſſumed the name of 
Touchet in right of his maternal anceſtors 3 April 1784. 


Lord Audley married 19 May 1781 Elizabeth, daughter of John Huſſey 
Delaval lord Delaval; by which lady, who died 11 July 1785, he has iſſue, 

I. Elizabeth Suſannah, born 3 April 1782. 2. George John, born 
Mlarch 1783. | | 


The family of Touchet is- in the liſt of thoſe perſons who came over to 
England with William the conqueror. William Touchet, in the reign of 
king Edward the firſt, had ſummons to parliament in the year 1299 by the 
title of lord Touchet of Lewenhales. William, his ſon, took part with 
the rebellious barons againſt king Edward the ſecond, and was beheaded, 
together with Thomas earl of Lancaſter, grandſon of king Henry the third, 
23 March 1322. Robert, the deſcendant of another branch, who alſo 
bore the ſtyle of lord Touchet, adhered to the party of the earl of Lan- 
caſter, but afterwards went over to king Edward the ſecond. John, 
grandſon of Robert, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars carried on by king 
Edward the third for the crown of France, and was killed in the battle of 

Rochelle 
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Rochelle 22 June 1370, in which the earl of Pembroke and his whole fleet 
were captured by the Spaniards. He married Joan, daughter of James 


Audley lord Audley of Heleigh, in whoſe right the title of Audley deſcended 
to the family of Touchet. 


James, ſecond lord Audley of the family of Touchet, ſerved under king 
Henry the fifth in his wars for the crown of France ; and adhering to the 
| houſe of Lancaſter in the conteſt of the two roſes, commanded the royal 
army at the battle of Blore Heath, where he was defeated and flain 23 Sep- 
tember 1459. He had ifſue, 1. John, third lord Audley. 2. Humphrey, who 
was killed in the battle of Tewkeſbury 4 May 1471. 3. Edmund, elected 
in the year 1480 to be lord biſhop of Rocheſter, tranſlated 1493 to the 
ſee of Hereford, and farther tranſlated 1 502 to the ſee of Saliſbury. He 


died 23 Auguſt 1524. 


John, third lord Audley, was taken priſoner in the year 1460; upon 
which occaſion he became reconciled to the party of the houſe of York, 
and had a principal command in an expedition into the duchy of Bretagne, 
in which they reduced the town of Conquet and the iſle 6f Rhé. He 
was conſtituted by king Richard the third in the year 1484. lord high trea- 
 ſurer of England, and died 26 September 1491. 


James, fourth lord Audley, his ſon, put himſelf at the head of the 
Corniſh rebels in the reign of king Henry the ſeventh, and, being taken 
priſoner at the battle of Blackheath, was beheaded 28 June 1597, 


Georyge, eighth lord Audley, fourth in deſcent from James, diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf in the wars of the Netherlands, and was wounded at the battle of 
Kinſale in the kingdom of Ireland 24 December 1601. By king James the 
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firſt he was created 6 September 1617 baron Orier and earl of Caſtlehaven 
of the kingdom of Ireland. Mervin, ſecond earl of Caſtlehaven, his ſon, 
was tried for abetting a rape upon the perſon of his wife, and beheaded 
14 May 1631. He had iſſue, 1. James, third earl of Caſtlehaven, who 
was conſtituted in the year 1649 commander in chief of the royal forces 


acting againſt Cromwel in the kingdom of Ireland. 2, Mervin, fourth 
earl of Caſtlehaven. ; 


James, ſixth earl of Caſtlehaven, grandſon of Mervin, married Elizabeth, 
daughter and heireſs of Henry fifth lord Arundel of Wardour ; by which 


lady, who died July 1743, he had iſſue, 1. James, ſeventh earl of 


Caſtlehaven, who died 6 May 1769. 2. John, eighth earl of Caſtlehaven, 
who married 1776 relict of Cracraft 
eſquire. 3. Elizabeth, married 10 November 1749 to Philip Thickneſſe 
eſquire, late lieutenant governor of Landguard Fort in the county of Eſſex, 
and author of various publications; by whom ſhe had iſſue Elizabeth, 
born 4 Auguſt 1750, who embraced the profeſſion of a nun; Joyce, born 
25 March 1753, who embraced the profeſſion of a nun; George, preſent 
and ſeventeenth lord Audley of Heleigh ; Philip, born 23 June 1760; and 
Charlotte, married 15 July 1786 to Wilder eſquire. Lady 
Elizabeth Thickneſſe died 1762; and earl James, her 


father, October 1740.

The barony of Strange has deſcended to its preſent poſſeſſor from the 
family of Strange, which is faid to have derived its origin from Guy de 
Strange, younger ſon of the duke of Bretagne, who came over to England 
in the reign of king Henry the ſecond. He is ſuppoſed to have had iſſue, 
1. Hamon, anceſtor of Fulke, who was created by king Edward the ſecond 
in the year 1309 baron Strange of Blackmere in the county of Salop.

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The barony of Dacre is originally derived from the family of Vaux, who 
came over to England with William the conqueror. Hubert de Vaux, in 
the reign of that prince, obtained the barony of Gilleſland in the county of 
Cumberland. Maud, daughter and heireſs of Hubert third in deſcent from 
Hubert, married Thomas de Moulton; and Thomas, the great grandſon of 
this marriage, received ſummons to parliament by the title of baron 
Moulton of Gilleſland in the reign of king Edward the ſecond, from the 

date of which ſummons lord Dacre takes precedency. 


Margaret, his daughter and heireſs, married Ranulph de Dacre, who had 
ſummons to parliament in right of his wife by the title of lord Dacre of 
Gilleſland. Thomas ſixth lord Dacre, third in deſcent from Ranulph, 
Had ifſue. 1. Thomas, father of Joan, married to fir Richard, nephew of 
James Fiennes firſt lord Say and Sele, lord high treaſurer of England.

But ſoon after, a great conteſt 
aroſe reſpecting the barony, between fir Richard and Humphrey younger 
ſon of Thomas fixth lord Dacre ; in conſequence of which the title of baron

Thomas, third lord Dacre of the family of Fiennes, fourth in deſcent 
from Richard, was executed for murder in the year 1541, having iſſue, 
1. Gregory, fourth lord Dacre. 2. Margaret, who upon the death of her 
brother ſucceeded to the title, and married Sampſon Lennard of Chevening 


in the county of Suſſex eſquire. 


Richard, ſecond lord Dacre of the family of Lennard, the grandſon of 
this marriage, had iſſue, 1. Francis, third lord Dacre. 2. Richard, who 
aſſumed the name of Barret in purſuance of the will of Edward Barret lord

Francis, third lord Dacre, . embraced the party of the.parliament in the-

By king Henry the ſixth he was created a peer of that realm by 
the titles of baron Willoughby of Monblai and Beaumeſnil, and count 
of Vendoſme and Beaumont. He valiantly reſiſted the ſucceſſes of the 
French; and, the city of Paris being at length betrayed into their hands, 
he retired with a ſmall garriſon into the fortreſs of the Baſtile, where he 
obtained honourable terms of ſurrender in the year 1436. He died in the

Richard, brother to William firſt lord Haſtings, lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold to king Edward the fourth, who in her right was ſummoned to- 
parliament: by the title of lord Welles. Upon his death the title of Welles 
became extinct in this branch, and that of Willoughby reverted to William 
tenth lord Willoughby, fourth in deſcent from Thomas younger ſon of

The barony of Say has deſcended to its preſent poſſeſſor from the family 
of Fiennes, whoſe anceſtor John de Fiennes was hereditary governor of 
Dover Caſtle and warden of the Cinque Ports. Ingelram, third in deſcent 
from John, was killed at the battle of Acon in the Holy Land in the year 
1190. Ingelram, third in deſcent from Ingelram, adhered to the party 
of king Henry the third in his wars againſt the barons. He had iſſue, 
1. William, who forfeited his eſtates to the crown in conſequence of 
an illicit correſpondence maintained by him with Philip the fourth king 
of France; but they were ſoon after reſtored. 2. Giles, great grandfather 


of William, who married Joan, daughter of Geoffrey Say lord Say and 
Sele.

Robert, grandſon of Thomas younger ſon of Robert third lord Wil-

marquis of Carmarthen, ſon of Thomas duke of Leeds, 


The barony of Coniers has deſcended to its preſent poſſeſſor from the 
| family of Coniers, whoſe anceſtors came over to England in the reign of 
William the conqueror. William Coniers was created by king Henry the 
' ſeventh baron Coniers of Hornby; and John, third lord Coniers, his 
grandſon, had iſſue Elizabeth, married to Thomas, grandſon of Thomas 
Darcy lord Darcy; by whom ſhe had ifſue Coniers, who in right of his 
mother ſucceeded to the title of lord Coniers ; and by the failure of the 
elder. branch of Thomas lord Darcy to the title of Darcy.

of the fourth regiment of dragoons, and recorder of the borough of Walden 
in the county of Eſſex. 


This nobleman was born | „ and aſſumed the ſurname of 
Griffin in right of his mother in the year 1749. He was elected to ſeven 
parliaments for the borough of Andover in the county of Southampton. 
He embraced the profeſſion of the army, and was elected knight companion 
of the moſt honourable order of the bath in the year 1761, He was con- 
ſtituted 21 March 1766 captain and colonel of the firſt troop of horſe 
grenadier guards, and promoted 2 April 1778 to the rank of general of his 
majeſty's forces. He was admitted to the dignity of the peerage 3 Auguſt 
1784, and in the fame year conſtituted lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 
of the county of Eſſex. Upon the reduction of the grenadier guards, he was 
farther conſtituted 1788 colonel of the fourth regiment of dra- 
goons, and was created in the ſame year baron Braybrooke of Braybrooke, 
with remainder to Richard Aldworth Nevil of Billingbeare in the county of 
Berks eſquire. 


Lord Howard married 1749 Anne Mary, daughter of John 
baron Schutz ; which lady dying 18 Auguſt 1764, he married ſecondly

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The family of Griffin has been traced back to the reign of king Henry 
the ſecond.

Lord Arundel married 31 May 1762 Mary, daughter of Benedi& Con- 
queſt of Irnham in the county of Lincoln eſquire; by which lady he has 
iſſue, 1. Mary Chriſtiana, born 10 Auguſt 1764, and married to James 
Everard, ſon of James Everard ſon of Henry ſixth lord Arundel. 2. Eleanor 
Mary, born 20 March 1766, and married to Charles, ſon of Hugh fifth 
lord Clifford of Chudleigh. | 


The family of Arundel has been traced back to the reign of king William 
the conqueror. Sir John Arundel, in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, 
was conſtituted by that monarch earl marſhal of England. John, his ſon, 
had iſſue, 1. John. 2. Thomas, anceſtor of Richard, who was created 
by king Charles the ſecond 23 March 1664 baron Arundel of Trerice in 
the county of Cornwal, which title became extin& in the year 1773.

The family of Bligh is deſcended from ſir Gervaſe Clifton, who by 
king James the firſt was created baron Clifton of Leighton Bromſwold. He 
was committed to the Tower upon account of certain ſcandalous words 
reſpecting a ſuit that had been decreed againſt him by lord chancellor 
Bacon, and put an end to his exiſtence in the year 1618. 


Catherine, baroneſs Clifton, his daughter, married Eſme Stuart, baron 
Darnley, Torbolton, Methuen and Aubigne, earl of Lenox and duke of 
Lenox of the kingdom of Scotland, who was deſcended from a younger 
branch of the family of Henry lord Darnley, conſort to queen Mary and 
titular king of Scotland. The duke of Lenox was created by king James 
the firſt in the year 1619 earl of March in the county of York, and con- 
ſtituted in the year 1624 heritable lord great chamberlain of the kingdom 
of Scotland. He died in the year 162 5, having iſſue, by Catherine his 
conſort, 1. James, his ſucceſſor. 2. Bernard. 3. George. 


O 2 James, 
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James, duke of Lenox, was conſtituted by king Charles the firſt in the 
year 1626 heritable lord high admiral of the kingdom of Scotland, and 
created in the year 1641 duke of Richmond in the county of York, with 
remainder to his brothers. He was farther declared in the year 1644 lord 
ſteward of the houſhold to king Charles the firſt, and died 30 March 1655,

He embraced the profeſſion 
of the navy, and was conſtituted 5 December 1763 maſter of his majeſty's 
ſtag hounds, which office he reſigned in the year 176 5. Having unfor- 
tunately killed in a rencontre William Chaworth eſquire, he was tried by 
the houſe of peers, and acquitted 16 April in that year.

of Deal Caſtle in the county of Kent, high ſteward of the borough of

Hoſpital. 


This nobleman was born 29 January 1751, and had ſummons to par- 
liament by the title of baron Oſborne of Kiveton in the county of York, 


with precedency, according to the original date of that creation 14 March 


1776, at which time he was conſtituted one of the lords of his majeſty's 
bedchamber, and exchanged that office December in the followin 2 
year for that of chamberlain of her majeſty's houſhold. He was declared

1780, and reſtored 27 March 1782. He reſigned the office of cham- 
berlain of her majeſty's houſhold in January 1781, and was appointed one 
of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate 23 December 1783, and 
governor of the iſlands of Scilly in the year 1785.

The earl of Cork married firſt 31 Auguſt 1764 Anne, daughter of Kelland 
Courtenay of Pemsford in the county of Devon eſquire; by which lady, 
who died 1786, he has iſſue, 1. John Richard, lord viſcount 
Dungarvan, born 27 March 1765. 2. Louiſa Iſabella, born 10 Auguſt 
1766. 3. Charles Henry, born 1 November 1773. The earl of Cork 
married ſecondly 2 June 1786 Mary, daughter of John firſt lord viſcount 
Galway of the kingdom of Ireland. 


The family of Boyle has been traced back to the reign of king Henry the 
third. Roger Boyle had iflue, 1. Roger, father of John, who was 
elected in the reign of king James the firſt 1618 lord biſhop of Cork, 
Cloyne and Roſs in the kingdom of Ireland, and died 10 July 1620;

Richard, ſecond earl of Cork, had a principal command at the battle of 
Liſcarrol 3 September 1642. He married Elizabeth, daughter and heireſs 
of Henry ſixth earl of Cumberland, and was created by king Charles the 
firſt 4 November 1644 baron Clifford of Laneſborough in the county of 
Vork, and by king Charles the ſecond 20 March 1664 earl of Burlington 
in that county. He was conſtituted 16 November 1660 lord high treaſurer 
of the kingdom of Ireland, and was attainted by the Iriſh parliament 
' aſſembled by king James the ſecond in the year 1689. He had iſſue, 
1. Charles lord Clifford, father of Charles ſecond earl of Burlington, and 
of Henry, who was conſtituted by queen Anne 8 May 1702 chancellor and 
under treaſurer of the exchequer, which office he exchanged in the year 
1707 for that of one of her majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, and 
reſigned upon the diſmiſſion of the whig miniſtry in 1710. By king 
George the firſt he was created 26 October 1714 baron Carleton of Carle- 
ton in the county of York, and conſtituted 2 5 June 1721 lord preſident of 


the council. Upon his death 14 March 1725 this title became extinct. 
2. Richard, who was killed in the battle of Solebay 3 June 1665. 


Richard, third earl of Burlington, fon of Charles ſecond earl of Bur- 


lington, was conſtituted 21 June 1731 captain of the band of gentlemen 
penſioners, which office he reſigned in the year 1733. He was the 


intimate friend of Mr. Pope and the celebrated wits of his age, and 


obtained 
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obtained conſiderable fame for his munificent cultivation of the art of 
architecture. Upon his death 3 December 1753 his Engliſh honours 
became extinct, and his Iriſh titles deſcended to John fifth earl of Orrery. 


Roger, third ſon of Richard firſt earl of Cork, was one of the moſt 
conſiderable and accompliſhed characters of the age in which he lived. He 
was created by king Charles the firſt in the eighth year of his age baron 
Broghil of Broghil, and greatly contributed to the victory of Liſcarrol 
3 September 1642. After the death of king Charles the firſt he formed 
the project of a deſcent into Ireland in favour of his ſucceſſor; but, being 
diſcovered by Cromwel, was compelled to engage in the oppoſite party. 
He went over with that general, who was appointed lord lieutenant of 
Ireland in the year 1649, and greatly contributed to the ſucceſs of his 
expedition, diſplaying great gallantry, and expoſing himſelf to many per- 
ſonal dangers. When the crown of theſe realms was offered to Cromwel, 
lord Broghil, who fat in the Engliſh parliament as one of the repreſentatives 
of the kingdom of Ireland, made two ſpeeches in favour of a regal govern- 
ment. After the death of the uſurper he again entered into projects for 
the reſtoration of king Charles, and had prepared matters for the reception 
of that monarch in Ireland at the fame time that a ſimilar ſervice was 
performed in England by general Monk. Soon after the reſtoration he was 
created earl of Orrery of the kingdom of Ireland, and conſtituted preſident 
of the province of Munſter, which office he reſigned in. the year 1672. 


Lord Orrery wrote four tragedies, particularly one with the title of 


Muſtapha, which has been conſiderably applauded. He had iflue, 1. Roger, 
ſecond earl of Orrery. 2. Henry, father of Henry, firſt earl of Shannon 
of the kingdom of Ireland. The earl of Orrery died 16 October 1679. 


Charles, 
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Charles, fourth earl of Orrery, ſon of Roger ſecond earl of Orrery, is 
conſidered as one of the literary ornaments of the reign of queen Anne. He 
was the author of a comedy entitled © As you find it,” and publiſhed an 
edition of the Greek Epiſtles of Phalaris, which was criticiſed by doctor 
Richard Bentley, and involved him in a ſpirited controverſy with that 
literary chief. He was alſo the inventor of the aſtronomical inſtrument 
called the Orrery, and ſerved with conſiderable diſtinction in the wars of 
the duke of Marlborough. By queen Anne he was created baron Boyle of 
Marſton in the county of Somerſet, and was committed to the Tower upon 
ſuſpicion of high treaſon 28 September 1722. He died 28 Auguſt 1737. 


John, fifth earl of Orrery, his ſon, was the author of a tranſlation of 
the Epiſtles of Pliny, and publiſhed a collection of Letters written during 
his travels in Italy. He alſo produced Remarks on the Life and Writings 
of Doctor Jonathan Swift, the tenour of which is more diſadvantageous to 
that celebrated genius than is conſiſtent with the friendſhip profeſſed for 
him by this nobleman. Upon the death of Richard, third earl of Bur- 
lington, lord Orrery ſucceeded to the Iriſh honours of the elder branch 
of his family. He married firſt Henrietta, daughter of George Hamilton 
firſt earl of Orkney of the kingdom of Scotland ; by which lady he had 
iſſue, 1. Charles, lord viſcount Dungarvan, who married 11 May 1753 
Suſannah, daughter of Henry Hoare of Stourhead in the county of Wilts 
eſquire ; by which lady, who married ſecondly Thomas Bruce earl of 
Ayleſbury, and died 4 February 1 783, he had iflue Henrietta, married 
18 October 1777 to the right honourable John O' Neil of Skaines in the 
kingdom of Ireland.

He was 
farther created baron Cadogan of Oakley in the county of Buckingham, 
viſcount of Caverſham in the county of Oxford, and earl of Cadogan in the 
county of Denbigh, with remainder of the barony to his brother. Upon the 
death of the duke of Marlborough, having refigned his embaſly to the 
States General, he was conſtituted 16 June 1722 commander in chief of his 
majeſty's forces and maſter general of the office of ordnance, and died 


17 July 1726. 2. Charles, ſecond lord Cadogan, who ſerved under the 


duke of Marlborough. He married Elizabeth, daughter of fir Hans 
Sloane baronet; by which lady, who died May 1768, he had iſſue 
Charles Sloane, preſent and third lord Cadogan.

Peter, ſon of Jerome King of the city of Exeter, and of ſiſter 
of the celebrated John Locke, firſt diſtinguiſhed himſelf by an able treatiſe 
on the Conſtitution and Diſcipline of the Primitive Church. He embraced 
the profeſſion of the law, and was elected 27 July 1708 recorder of the 
city of London, which office he exchanged 26 October 1714 for that of 


lord chief juſtice of the court of common pleas. By king George the firſt 


he was created baron King of Ockham in the county of Surrey, and 
promoted 1 June 1725 from the chief juſticeſhip of the court of common 
pleas to the office of lord high chancellor of Great Britain, to the emo- 
luments of which he added a penſion of fix thouſand pounds per annum. 
He reſigned the ſeals 29 November 1733, and died 22 July 1734, having 
iſſue, 1. John, ſecond lord King, who died 10 February 1740. 2. Peter, 
third lord King, who died 22 March 1754.

JOHN MONSON, baron Monſon and a baronet ; recorder of the city 
of Lincoln, and doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 25 May 1753, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 23 July 1774. 


Lord Monſon married 18 July 1777 Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Anne Holles earl of Eſſex; * which 3 he has iſſue a ſon, born 8 Sep- 


tember 1785. 


The family of Monſon is deſcended from John Monſon, who ſerved in 
the wars of king Henry the fifth for the crown of. France. William, 
third in deſcent from John, had iſſue, 1. John. 2. Robert, who was 
conſtituted 31 October 1572 one of the juſtices of the court of common 
pleas, and died 23 September 1 583. 


John, ſon of John, had iſſue, 1. Thomas. 2. William, who was con- 
ſtituted an admiral, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the naval ſervice of queen 
Elizabeth.

John, brother of Scrope firſt lord viſcount Howe of the kingdom of Ire- 
land, was a leading member of parliament in the reigns of king William 
the third and queen Anne, He ſtrenuouſly exerted himſelf in behalf of the 
unfortunate fir John Fenwick in the year 1696, and expreſſed himſelf in 
ſuch terms upon the ſubject of the partition treaty, that king William is 
ſaid to have declared, that, if it had not been for the diſparity of their rank, 
he would have demanded ſatisfaction with the ſword. By queen Anne he 
was conſtituted 4 January 1703 paymaſter general of her majeſty's guards 
and garriſons, which office he reſigned in September 1714, and died in the

the city of Weſtminſter. He was conſtituted 6 April 1757 one of the 
lords commiſſioners of the admiralty, which office he reſigned in July 
following. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 21 April 


1770. 


Lord Sandys married 26 January 1769 Anna Maria, daughter of James 
Colebrooke of Southgate in the county of Middleſex eſquire, and relict 


of William Payne King of Fineſhade in the county of Northampton 
eſquire. 


The family of Sandys has been traced back to the reign of king Richard 
the ſecond.

He was author of a View of the 
State of Religion in the Weſt of Europe, and had iſſue Edward, who was 
killed at Worceſter in the year 1642; and Richard, father of Richard 
who was created a baronet by king Charles the ſecond 23 January 1684, 
which title is now extint. 3. Miles, created a baronet by king James the 
firſt 25 November 1612, which title is now extinct.

This nobleman was born 12 March 1753, and elected 1784 to repreſent 
the borough of Beaumaris in the iſle of Angleſea. He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 10 July 1785, He was conſtituted Sep- 
tember 1788 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Devon. 


Lord Forteſcue married 4 May 1782 Heſter, fiſter of George Nugent 
marquis of Buckingham; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. A ſon, born 
13 February 1783. 2. A ſon, born Auguſt 1786. 


The family of Forteſcue is deſcended from fir Richard le Fort, who 
diſplayed conſiderable valour in the battle of Haſtings 14 October 1066, 
in conſequence of which his family aſſumed the ſurname of Forteſcue. Sir 
John Forteſcue was one of thoſe gallant leaders who diſtinguiſhed them- 
ſelves in the wars of king Henry the fifth for the crown of France ; and 
Henry, his ſon, was conſtituted by king Henry the ſixth 25 June 1426 
lord chief juſtice of the court of common pleas of the kingdom of Ireland. 
Sir John, ſon of Henry, was appointed in the year 1442 lord chief juſtice

able privy council of the kingdom of Great Britain and of the kingdom of 


Ireland, vice admiral of the province of Munſter in the kingdom of Ireland, 
and a truſtee of the Britiſh Muſeum. 


This nobleman was born „and appointed in the year 1741 


ſecretary to William third duke of Devonſhire in the quality of lord lieu- 
tenant of the kingdom of Ireland. He was elected to repreſent the county 
of Kilkenny in the parliament of Ireland, and 1742 and 1747 to repreſent 
the borough of Derby in the kingdom of Great Britain. He was farther 
elected 1754 to repreſent the borough of Saltaſh in the county of Cornwal, 
and 1756 to repreſent the borough of Harwich in the county of Eſſex. 
Lord Beſborough was conſtituted 24 June 1746 one of the lords com- 
miſſioners of the admiralty, which office he exchanged 17 November 1756 
for that of one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, and ſucceeded to 

the title upon the death of his father 4 July 1758. He exchanged his 
| ſeat at the board of treaſury 2 June 1759 for the office of joint poſtmaſter 
general of the kingdom of Great Britain, which office he reſigned in 
November 1762, and was reinſtated under the adminiſtration of the mar- 
quis of Rockingham 20 July 1765.

1356, and together with Roger La War lord La War, took priſoner John 
king of France. John, his ſon, was perſonally attendant upon Henry of 
Bolingbroke, afterwards king Henry the fourth ; and was joint treaſurer of 
war to that monarch, He had the perſons of Edmund Mortimer earl of 
March and his brother, deſcended from Lionel duke of Clarenge, ſecond 
ſon of king Edward the third, committed to his cuſtody ; and was appointed 
governor to James the firſt, king of Scotland, during his reſidence in 
England. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of king Henry the fifth for 
the crown of France, and died in the year 1429. William, his grandſon, 
had fue, 1. William, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of queen 
Elizabeth, and was by that princeſs conſtituted maſter general of the 
office of ordnance. He was ſecond in command under Robert Dudley earl 
of Leiceſter, in the wars of the Low Countries, and died 24 November 
I 587.

marquis of Clare and duke of Newcaſtle in the county of Northumberland. 
He was conſtituted 1 5 April 1717 lord chamberlain of his majeſty's 
houſhold, which office he exchanged 2 April 1724 for that of one of his 

majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate. He was elected 14 December 1748 
chancellor of the univerſity of Cambridge; and having reſigned the ſeals of 
ſecretary of ſtate, was conſtituted 16 March 1754 firſt lord commiſſioner 
of the treaſury, in which office he continued till November 1756. By king 
George the ſecond he was created duke of Newcaſtle under Line in the 
county of Stafford, with remainder to Henry Fiennes ninth earl of Lincoln, 
now duke of Newcaſtle; and was reappointed firft lord commiſſioner of the 
treaſury 2 July 1757, which office he reſigned in May 1762.

This nobleman was born 21 November 1773, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 26 December 1774. 


Henry, younger ſon of fir Stephen Fox paymaſter general to king 
Charles the ſecond, was one of the moſt confiderable ſupporters of the 
adminiſtration of fir Robert Walpole, and was conſtituted May 1746 
ſecretary at war to king George the ſecond, which office he exchanged 
14 November 1755 for that of one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of 
ſtate, and reſigned in December 1756. He was farther conſtituted 5 July 
1757 paymaſter general of his majeſty's forces, and | 
1762 clerk of the pells in the court of exchequer of the kingdom of 
Ireland during the joint lives of himſelf and his two eldeſt ſons. He 
was ſoon after created by king George the third baron Holland of 
Foxley, and reſigned the office of paymaſter general in March 1765. 
He incurred much popular odium from the ſuſpicion of his having been 
guilty of peculation in that office; and an eloquent eulogium of his 
character, written by Mr. Horace Walpole, is contained in the periodical 
paper of the World. He married Georgiana Carolina, daughter of Charles 
ſecond duke of Richmond; by which lady, who was created baroneſs 
Holland of Holland, and died 24 July 1774, he had iſſue, 1.

Charles James, ſecond ſon of Henry firſt lord Holland, is one of the greateſt 
political characters of the preſent age. He was born 24 January 1749, and 
elected 1768 and 1774 to repreſent the borough of Malmeſbury in the county 
of Wilts, and 1780 and 1784 to repreſent the city of Weſtminſter. He began 
his political career under the adminiſtration of lord North, and early diſplayed 
a conſiderable talent for eloquence. He was conſtituted 24 February 1770 
one of the lords commiſſioners of the admiralty, which office he exchanged 
9 January 1773 for that of one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, 
and was diſmiſſed upon a miſunderſtanding with lord North 12 March 
1774. He was deeply engaged in the oppoſition to the American war, and 
acquired conſiderable popularity by his parliamentary efforts upon that 
ſubject. Upon the ſubſequent change of miniſtry he was conſtituted 
27 March 1782 one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which 
office he reſigned upon the death of the marquis of Rockingham in July 
1782. Having formed a coalition with the party of lord North, he again 
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received the ſeals of ſecretary of ſtate 2 April 1783, and was diſmiſſed from 
office 19 December in that year.

This nobleman was born 23 January 1738, and having embraced the 
profeſſion of the army, ſerved under prince F erdinand of Brunſwic in the 
year 1762. He was elected in that year to repreſent the borough of 


Bridgwater in the county of Somerſet, and ſucceeded to the title upon the 
death of his father 4 December 1770. | 


The earl of Egmont married 4 June 1765 Iſabella, grand-daughter of 
Charles ſecond duke of Bolton ; by which lady he had iſſue John, lord 
viſcount Perceval, born 13 Auguſt 1767. 


The family of Perceval is faid to be deſcended from Robert, younger 


ſon of Eudes duke of Bretagne, and was indiſcriminately ſtiled d'Yvery and 


Perceval. They early migrated into the duchy of Normandy, where they 
poſſeſſed the caſtle of Yvery and the hereditary office of chief butler. | Two 
of this family, Robert and Roger, came over to England with William 
the conqueror. Roger obtained from that prince the barony of Yvery in 


the

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county of Oxford; and Roger, his ſon, was a perſon of great riches, 
hereditary chief butler to the king of England, and one of the principal 
partiſans of Robert duke of Normandy upon the death of king William the 
firſt. Robert, the contemporary of the elder Roger, alſo came over to 
England with William the conqueror, but afterwards returned - to his 
former ſettlement in the duchy of Normandy, where he made a conſiderable 
figure. Aſcelon, his ſon, from the atrocious inhumanity of his conduct, 
| obtained the ſurname of Lupus, from which circumſtance his poſterity 
afterwards aſſumed the ſurname of Lupus or Lovel. 


William, his ſon, appears to have paſſed a conſiderable part of his time in 
England, and was the founder of the caſtle of Carey at Caſtle Carey in the 
county of Somerſet. He was a ſtrenuous partizan of the empreſs Maud in the 
reign of king Stephen, and endured two fieges in the fortreſs he had erected. 
He married Auberie, daughter of Robert de Bellomont earl of Mellent and 
Leiceſter, and great grand-daughter of Henry the firſt king of France ; by 
which lady he had iſſue, 1. Waleran, who ſucceeded to his father's 
eſtates in the duchy of Normandy. This branch produced many eminent 


men, and became extin& in the fifteenth century. From hence are 


deſcended by heirs general the dukes of Orleans, Retz, Antin, Geſvres, 
and Montmorency Luxembourg ; the marquiſes of Alegre, Eſtampes, 
Barbeſieux and Maillebois, and the count de Boulainvilliers of the king- 
dom of France: the margraves of Baden and Heſſe Darmſtadt, and the 
princes of Naſſau, Ziegen, Hohenzollern and Lobkowitz in the empire of 
Germany: the dukes of Havre, Arſchot and Aremberg, and the princes 
of Chimai of the kingdom of Spain: the dukes of Guaſtalla and Biſaccia, 
and the houſe of Pignatelli in Italy: and the princes of Gavre and counts 
of Egmont in the province of Flanders. 2. Henry, who ſucceeded to his 
father's 
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father's eſtates in the county of Somerſet, from whom deſcended the barons 


Loyel of Carey, which branch became extin& in the year 1351. 3. Wil- 
liam. 4. Richard. 


William, third fon of William and Auberie, had iflue William, who 
had ſummons to parliament among the barons in the reign of king John, 
and whoſe poſterity bore the title of lord Lovel of Tichmarch in the county 
of Northampton. John, ſecond lord Lovel, his ſon, had iſſue, 1. John, 
third lord Lovel, whoſe grandſon John, fifth lord Lovel, married Maud, 
daughter and heireſs of Hugh Burnel lord Burnel of Holgate in the county 
of Salop, in whoſe right he ſucceeded to the title of Burnel. 2. Philip, 
who was conſtituted by king Henry the third lord high treaſurer of

John, eighth lord Lovel, grandſon of John fifth lord Lovel, was engaged 
in the wars of king Edward the third for the crown of France, and 
of king Richard the ſecond in the kingdom of Ireland. He took part 
with the rebellious barons againſt this latter prince, but afterwards became 
reconciled to the king, and was admitted into his favour. He married 
Mary, grand-daughter and heireſs of Robert Holland lord Holland, elder 
brother of Thomas earl of Kent, in whoſe right he ſucceeded to the title 
of Holland. William, tenth lord Lovel, his grandſon, married Alice, 
daughter and heireſs of John Deincourt lord Deincourt, in whoſe right he 
ſucceeded to the titles of baron Deincourt of Blankley in the county of 
Lincoln, baron Grey of Rutherfield in the county of Oxford, and baron 
Fitzalan of Bedal in the county of York. By this lady he had iflue, 
1. John, eleventh lord Lovel. 2. William. 


John, 
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John, eleventh lord Lovel, adhered to the party of the houſe of Lan- 
caſter in the civil wars, and died 9 January 1464. Francis, twelfth lord 
Lovel, his ſon, was by king Edward the fourth 4 January 1483 created 


viſcount Lovel. He was ſecond in command under Richard duke of 


Glouceſter, afterwards king Richard the third, in his expedition into 


Scotland, and was the particular fayourite and counſellor of that monarch. 
By king Richard he was conſtituted lord chamberlain of the houſhold and 
chief butler of England. He fled to the continent after the battle of 
Boſworth ; and returning in the affair of Lambert Simnel, was probably 


killed at the battle of Stoke 6 June 1487. His eſtate was confiſcated by 
king Henry the ſeventh. 


William, ſecond ſon of William tenth lord Lovel, married Eleanor, 


daughter and heireſs of Robert Morley lord Morley, in whoſe right he 


ſucceeded to the titles of Morley, Marſhal, Hengham and Rhie, and to the 
office of hereditary marſhal of the kingdom of Ireland. He had iſſue, 
1. Henry, ſecond lord Morley, who married Elizabeth, daughter of John 
de la Pole duke of Suffolk, and fiſter of John earl of Lincoln, who had 
been declared heir apparent to the crown by king Richard the third. He 
was killed at the fiege of Dixmude in the year 1489. 2. Alice, married 
to fir William Parker knight, who in her right ſucceeded to the titles of 
Morley, Marſhal, Hen gham and Rhie, and to the office of hereditary 
marſhal of the kingdom of Ireland. The male iſſue of this marriage 
ceaſed in the year 1696, and the titles have ſince remained dormant. 


Richard, younger ſon of William and Auberie, aſſumed the original name 


of Perceval, and loſt a leg in the expedition of king Richard the firſt to 


the Holy Land, in which he had a conſiderable command. Richard, his

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ſon, had iſſue, 1. Robert, who enaged in the invaſion of Ireland in the 
reign of king Henry the ſecond, and had ſummons to the parliament of that 
kingdom by the title of baron Perceval in the year 1285. Robert, third 
lord Perceval, his ſon, was killed in a battle againſt the natives 22 Oc- 
tober 1303, having iſſue, Thomas, fourth lord Perceval, upon whoſe death 
in the year 1312 the title became extinct. 2. John, grandfather of Walter, 
who diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Creſſy 26 Auguſt 1346, and had 


iſſue Ralph; and John, who engaged in the inſurrection of Wat Tyler in 
the reign of king Richard the ſecond. 


Ralph, grandſon of Ralph, engaged with Henry Stafford duke of Buck- 
ingham in the cauſe of king Kichard the third, and was killed at the battle 
of Boſworth 22 Auguſt 1485. Richard, fourth in deſcent from this 
Ralph, was employed by queen Elizabeth to decypher the intercepted 
diſpatches of the king of Spain at the period of the famous Armada ; and, 
being from that time diſtinguiſhed by government, obtained the paramount 
lordſhip of the ſignory, cantred and barony of Duhallow, and of the terri- 
tories of Poble O'Callaghan and Poble O'Keeffe in the kingdom of Ireland. 
Sir Philip, his ſon, was one. of the moſt conſiderable perſons in that 
kingdom, and ſuffered greatly by the confuſion of the civil wars of king 
Charles the firſt. He was appointed 23 March 1642 commiſſary general 
of the army of Ireland, and was one of the king's commiſſioners at the 
treaty of Oxford in the year 1644. By Pym and Hollis he was brought 


over to the party of the parliament, but ſoon after became obnoxious to the 
faction of the independents, and died 10 November 1647. 


John, his ſon, is ſaid to have been principally inſtrumental in inducing 


Richard Cromwel to reſign the protectorate, and was created a baronet

FRANCIS REYNOLDS MORTON, baron Ducie of Tortworth ; a 
captain in his majeſty's navy. | 


This nobleman was born 28 March 1739, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his brother 11 September 1785. 


Lord Ducie married 10 October 1714 Mary, daughter of Thomas 
Purvis of Shepton Mallet in the county of Somerſet ; by which lady he 


has iſſue, 1. Thomas, born 31 — 1766. 2. Auguſtus Francis, born 
10 July 1768. | 


The lords Ducie are maternally deſcended from Ducie, who 
came over to England as an auxiliary to queen Iſabella, conſort to king 
Edward the ſecond. Robert Ducie was created a baronet by king Charles 
the firſt 28 November 1629. He was elected 1631 lord mayor of London, 
and at the commencement of the civil wars loſt eighty thouſand pounds, 
which he had advanced to the king. He had iſſue, 1. Sir Richard, ſecond 
baronet, who ſuffered by his loyalty to king Charles the firſt. 2. Sir 
William, third baronet, who was created by king Charles the ſecond 
viſoount Down of the kingdom of Ireland, which title became extinct at 
his death. 3. Robert, father of Elizabeth, married to Edward Morton 
of Morton in the county of Stafford eſquire.

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Matthew, the iſſue of this marriage, was created by king George the 
firſt 9 June 1720 baron Ducie of Morton in the county of Stafford, and 
had iſſue, 1.

HENRY DIGBY, baron Digby of Sherborne ; and baron Digby of 


Geaſhil of the kingdom of Ireland; lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of 
the county of Dorſet. 


This nobleman was born | „and ſucceeded to the Iriſh 
honours upon the death of his brother 30 November 1757. He was 
created by king George the third baron Digby of Sherborne, and con- 


ſtituted 7 June 1771 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of 
Dorſet, and of the town and county of Poole. 


Lord Digby married firſt 4 September 1763 Elizabeth, grand-daughter 
of Baſil fourth earl of Denbigh ; which lady dying 19 January 1765, he 
married ſecondly 10 November 1770 Mary, daughter and heireſs of John 
Knowler of the city of Canterbury eſquire; by which lady he has iflue, 
1. Charlotte, born 18 January 1772. 2. Edward, born 6 January 1773. 
3. Robert, born 10 April 1775. 4. Stephen, born 24 June 1776. 


The family of Digby has been traced back to the reign of king Henry 
the ſecond. Their original name was Tilton, which they changed in the 
year 1256 for that of Digby. Everard Digby, in the reign of king Edward 
the fourth, was killed, together with his three brothers, fighting for the 
houſe of Lancaſter at the battle of Towton 29 March 1461. His ſeven 
ſons fought for king Henry the ſeventh at the battle of Boſworth 22 Au- 
guſt 
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guſt 1485. Sir Everard, fourth in deſcent from Everard eldeſt ſon of 
Everard, was one of the conſpirators in the gunpowder plot, and was 
executed for his ſhare in that tranſaction 30 January 1606. He had iſſue, 
1. Sir Kenelm, who was appointed to command a ſquadron againſt the 
Venetians and Algerines in the year 1628, in which he behaved with great 
gallantry. He adhered to the party of king Charles the firſt in the civil 
wars, and was chancellor to Henrietta Maria, queen dowager of England ; 
but afterwards entered into correſpondence with Oliver Cromwel. He was 


diſtinguiſhed for his ability and learning, being a great benefactor to the 


Bodleian library, and an eminent proficient in the cabaliſtical and aſtro- 
logical ſciences. He was the author of ſeveral treatiſes, and died 11 June 
1665. Kenelm, his fon, was killed at Saint Neots fighting for king 
Charles the firſt in the year 1648. 2. Sir John, who had a command in 
the army of king Charles the firſt, and was killed in the civil wars, 


| George, third in deſcent from Simon, ſecond of the ſeven ſons of 
Everard, had iſſue, 1. Robert. 2. John, who was ſent to king James 
the ſecond with an intimation of the gunpowder plot, and was by that 
monarch created 25 November 1618 baron Digby of Sherborne, and 
15 December 1622 earl of Briſtol, He was alſo employed in ſeveral 
foreign embaſſies, particularly in negociating the marriage of the prince of 
Wales, afterwards king Charles the firſt, with the Spaniſh infanta. In 
this buſineſs he was afterwards obſtructed by the caprice of Villiers duke 
of Buckingham; and, refuſing to ſacrifice his firmneſs and integrity, became 
the object of the perſecution of that nobleman. He was ſent to the Tower 
by king James the firſt in the year 1624, and by king Charles the firſt 
6 F ebruary 1626, and impeached of high treaſon, The earl of Briſtol 
alſo impeached the duke of Buckingham without ſucceſs. He was ſoon 
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after diſcharged, and employed September 1640 to negociate with the 
Scottiſh army. He appeared in the diſcontented party in the long parlia- 
ment, hut was committed to the Tower 28 March 1642, and fought for 
king Charles the firſt at the battle of Edgehil 23 October in that year. He 
withdrew with the royal family to the continent, and died 21 January 1652, 
having ifſue George, ſecond earl of Briſtol ; and John, who had a command 


in the army of king Charles the firſt, and afterwards became a Roman 
Catholic prieſt. 


George, ſecond earl of Briſtol, was a nobleman of great abilities, and 
made a conſiderable figure in the reign of king Charles the firſt under the 
title of lord Digby. He was one of the committee of the houſe of commons 
appointed to prepare articles of impeachment againſt the earl of Strafford, 
but afterwards oppoſed the bill of attainder 21 April 1641. He was 
expelled the houſe of commons 10 June following, and was one of the 
principal adviſers in the impeachment of lord Kimbolton and the five com- 
moners by king Charles the firſt. He ſucceeded, upon the death of the 
celebrated Lucius Carey lord. viſcount Falkland in the year 1643, to the 
office of principal ſecretary of ſtate, He was conſtituted in the year 1645 
commander in chief of the northern army, and was defeated in the action 
of Sherburne in the county of York in the following year. He afterwards | 
paſſed into Ireland, and recommended the impriſonment of the earl of 
Glamorgan for his tranſactions with the Iriſh Catholics ; and, being pro- 
ſcribed by the parliament, paſſed into the Imperial ſervice during the 
uſurpation of Cromwel. In the year 1663 he entered a charge of high 
treaſon againſt the earl of Clarendon lord high chancellor, which was 
unanimouſly rejected by the houſe of lords. He died 20 March 1676, 
having iſſue, 1. John, third earl of Briſtol, upon whoſe death 18 Sep- 


tember 
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tember 1698 the titles became extinct. 2. Francis, a colonel in the army, 
who was killed in the ſea-fight againſt the Dutch 28 March 1672. 


Robert, elder brother of John firſt earl of Briſtol, married Lettice, 
baroneſs Offaley of the kingdom of Ireland, grand-daughter of Gerald 
eleventh earl of Kildare of that kingdom; by which lady, who is diſtin- 
guiſhed for her heroical defence of the caſtle of Geaſhil againſt the Iriſh 
Catholics in the year 1642, he had iſſue, 1. Robert, who was created 
by king James the firſt 29 July 1620 baron Digby of Geaſhil in King's 
County, of the kingdom of Ireland. 2. Eſſex, who was elected 1670 
lord biſhop of Dromore, and died 12 May 1683. Simon, his ſon, was 
elected 19 March 1678 lord biſhop of Limeric, Ardfert and Aghadoe, 


and tranſlated 12 January 1690 to the fee of EIphin. He died 7 April 
1720. 


William, fifth lord Digby, grandſon of Robert firſt lord Digby, was 
attainted by the Iriſh parliament under king James the ſecond in the year 
1689. He had iſſue, 1. Robert, upon whom an epitaph was written by 
Mr. Pope. 2. Edward. 3. Wriotheſley, who married Mary, daughter of 
John Cotes of Woodcote in the county of Salop eſquire; by which lady

Edward, ſecond ſon, married Charlotte, ſiſter of Stephen firſt earl 
of Ilcheſter ; by which lady, who died November 1778, he had 


iſſue, 1. Edward, fixth lord Digby, who died 30 November 1767. 
2. Henry, preſent and ſeventh lord Digby. 3. Robert, born 20 De- 


cember 1732, who embraced the maritime profeſſion, and was con- 
ſtituted March 1779 rear admiral of -the blue ſquadron of his majeſty's 
navy, and ſince promoted to the rank of vice admiral of the blue. 
He was commander in chief of the fleet of North America in the year

JOHN CAMPBEL, duke of Argyle, marquis of Argyle, Kintyre and 
Lorn, earl of Argyle, Campbel and Cowal, viſcount Lochow and Gle- 
nilla, baron of Inverary, Mull, Morven and Tyrie of the kingdom of 
Scotland ; baron Sundridge of Coombank of the kingdom of Great Britain ; 
heritable maſter of his majeſty's houſhold for the kingdom of Scotland, 
heritable keeper of Dunſtaffnage and Carrick in that kingdom, having the 
rank of general of his majeſty's forces, and colonel of the third regiment of 
foot guards. 


This nobleman was born 1722, and created by king 
George the third baron Sundridge of Coombank. He ſucceeded to the 
Scottiſh honours upon the death of his father 9 November 1770.

The duke of Argyle married 3 March 1759 Elizabeth, baroneſs 
Hamilton; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Auguſta, born 31 March 1760. 
2. George, marquis of Lorn, born 22 September 1768. 4. Charlotte 


Suſan Maria, born 18 February 1775. 4. John Douglas Henry Edward, 
born 24 December 1777. 


The family of Campbel 1s ſaid to have been deſcended from Diarmed 
O'Dwbin, lord of Lochow, who lived in the reign of king Fergus the 


ſecond. Paul O'Dwbin was lord treaſurer of Scotland ; and Gilleſpie, his 
ſon in law, changed his ſurname of O'Dwbin to Campbel in the reign 


of 
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of king Malcolm Canmore. Sir Colin More, ſixth in deſcent from 
Gilleſpie, adhered to the party of Robert Bruce in his conteſt for the 
crown of Scotland, and was killed in a conflict with Argadius, lord of Lorn, 
which occaſioned a perpetual feud between their families. He had iſſue, 


1. Sir Neil. 2. Donald, anceſtor of Robert Campbel earl of Loudoun, 
and Hugh Campbel earl of Marchmont of the kingdom of Scotland. 


Sir Neil ſignaliſed himſelf in the party of king Robert Bruce, and 
married Mary, fiſter of that monarch ; by which lady he had iſſue, 


1. Colin. 2. John, who was created by king Robert in the year 1327 
earl of Athol, which title became extin& at his death. 


Duncan, fourth in deſcent from Colin, exerted himſelf in the buſineſs 
of ranſoming king James the firſt, who was at that time detained priſoner 
in England, and was created by king James the ſecond in the year 1445 
baron Campbel. He married Margaret, daughter of Robert duke of 
Albany, ſon of king Robert the ſecond; by which lady he had ifſue, 


1. Archibald, fecond lord Campbel. 2. Colin, anceſtor of John earl of 
Bredalbane of the kingdom of Scotland. 


Colin, ſecond lord Campbel, was created by king James the ſecond in 
the year 1457 earl of the county of Argyle, and conſtituted in the year 
1464 maſter of the houſhold to king James the third. He was farther 
promoted in the year 1484 to be lord high chancellor of the kingdom of 
Scotland ; and married Ifabel, daughter of John Stuart lord Lorn; in right of 
which marriage he aſſumed the title of Lorn. He died in the year 1493. 


Archibald, fecond earl of Argyle, the iſſue of marriage, was conſtituted 
by king James the fourth in the year 1495 lord chamberlain of the 
D d 2 houſhold, 


* 
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and 1498 maſter of the houſhold. He had a conſiderable command at the 
battle of Flodden Field, where he was killed 9 September 1513. Colin, 
third earl of Argyle, his ſon, was conſtituted by king James the fifth in the 
year 1514 lord juſtice general of the kingdom of Scotland, and in the year 


1529 heritable maſter of his majeſty's houſhold. Archibald, fourth earl of 
Argyle, his fon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Pinkey 10 September 


1547, and was one of the earlieſt converts to the proteſtant religion. He 
had iſſue, 1. Archibald, fifth earl of Argyle, who was a zealous promoter 
of the reformation, and was deeply engaged in the religious tranſactions of 
that period. He entered into the conſpiracy of Stirling in the year 1 565, 
in conſequence of which he was attainted by the Scottiſh parliament ; but 
in the midſt of the ſubſequent diſorders became reconciled to queen Mary, 
and commanded in chief on her behalf at the battle of Langſide 15 May 
1568. He was conſtituted by king James the fixth 17 January 1572 lord 
high chancellor of the kingdom of Scotland, and married Jane, natural 
daughter of king James the fifth. He died 12 September 1575. 2. Colin, 
fixth earl of Argyle, who was conſtituted by king James the fixth 16 April 
1579 lord high chancellor of the kingdom of Scotland, and died in the 


year 1584. 


Archibald, ſeventh earl of Argyle, his fon, commanded in chief at the 
battle of Glenlivet in the year 1594, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the ſup- 
preſſion of ſome ſubſequent inſurrections and in the Spaniſh ſervice againſt 
the States General. He ſurrendered to the crown in the year 1628 the 
office of heritable lord juſtice general of the kingdom of Scotland. He had 
iſſue, 1. Archibald, eighth earl of Argyle. 2. James, who was created 
by king James the ſixth in the year 1622 baron Kintyre, and by king 

Charles 
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Charles the firſt 28 March 1642 baron Lundie and earl of Irvine, which 
titles became extinct at his death. 


Archibald, eighth earl of Argyle, was the principal leader of the Scottiſh 
covenanters in the year 1639, and was created by king Charles the firſt 
1 5 November 1641 marquis of the county of Argyle. He in vain attempted 
to ſtem the victorious progreſs of the marquis of Montroſe in the year 
1645, and being accuſed of high treaſon for correſponding and complying 
with the uſurpation of Oliver Cromwel, he received ſentence, and was 
beheaded 27 May 1661. 


Archibald, lord Lorn, his ſon, refuſing to concur in the principles of 


his father, uniformly adhered to the royal cauſe. He did not lay down his 
arms till the beginning of the year 1656; and being ſoon after committed to 
priſon by the ruling party, continued in confinement till the period of the 


reſtoration. By king Charles the ſecond in the year 1663 he was reſtored 
to the title of earl of Argyle; and being condemned to die by an obſolete 
Ratute of the Scottiſh parliament, was . pardoned by that monarch in the 
year 1668. Having rendered himſelf obnoxious to the duke of York, 


afterwards king James the ſecond, by his parliamentary conduct upon the 
ſubje& of the teſt, he was again tried for high treaſon upon frivolous 
pretences, and found guilty 19 December 1681, but ſoon after eſcaped 
into Holland. He invaded Scotland in concert with James duke of Mon- 
mouth in the year 1685; and being defeated, was put to death upon his 

former ſentence 30 June in that year, having iſſue, 1. Archibald, tenth 
earl of Argyle. 2. John, father of John, fourth duke of Argyle, 


Archibald, 
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Archibald, tenth earl of Argyle, attended the prince of Orange, aſter- 
wards king William the third, in his deſcent into England. By that 
monarch he was created 23 June 1701 baron Inverary, Mull, Morven 
and Tyrie, viſcount Lochow and Glenilla, earl of Campbel and Cowal, 
marquis of Lorn and Kintyre, and duke of Argyle, He died 28 Septem- 
ber 1703, having ifſue, 1. John, ſecond duke of Argyle. 2. Archibald, 
third duke of Argyle. 


John, ſecond duke of Argyle, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of John 
duke of Marlborough, and was appointed by queen Anne in the year 1705 
lord high commiſſioner to the parliament of Scotland, and ſoon after 
created baron of Chatham in the county of Kent and carl of Greenwich. 
He was one of the moſt conſiderable ſupporters of the act of union in the 
year 170%, and was conſtituted January 1711 ambaſlador extraordinary 
and miniſter plenipotentiary to Charles the third, titular king of Spain, and 
commander in chief of her majeſty's forces in that kingdom. He was 


farther promoted June 1712 to be commander in chief of her majeſty's 


forces in the kingdom of Scotland, and was extremely active in ſuppreſſing 
the rebellion of the year 1715. He reſigned all his employments June 
1716, and was farther declared February 1719 lord ſteward of the 
houſhold to king George the firſt, and created 30 April in that year duke 
of Greenwich in the county of Kent. He exchanged 3 June 1725 the 
office of lord ſteward for that of maſter general of the office of ordnance, 
which employment he reſigned in May 1730. The duke of Argyle was 
a conſtant ſupporter of the adminiſtration of ſir Robert Walpole, and had 
an irreſiſtible influence in the kingdom of Scotland. He married Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Warburton of Winnington in the county palatine of 
Cheſter eſquire; by which lady, who died 16 January 1767, he had iſſue, 
1. Caroline, baroneſs Greenwich. 2. Elizabeth, married to James Stuart 


Mackenzie, 
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Mackenzie, ſon of James ſecond earl of Bute. Upon the death of the 
duke of Argyle October 1743, the Engliſh honours became extinct. 


Archibald, third duke of Argyle, was created by queen Anne 29 October 
1706 baron Ornſay, Dunoon and Aros ; viſcount Ilay and earl of Ilay of 
the kingdom of Scotland. He was conſtituted in the year 1710 lord juſtice 
general of the kingdom of Scotland for lite, and 1714 lord clerk regiſter of 
that kingdom, which office he reſigned in the year 1716. He was farther 


conſtituted in the year 1721 lord keeper of the privy ſeal of the kingdom 
of Scotland, and exchanged that office 1733 for the place of lord keeper of 
the great ſeal of that kingdom. Upon his death 15 April 1761 the honours 
which had been beſtowed upon him by queen Anne became extinct. 


John, fourth duke of Argyle, married Mary, daughter of John Bel- 
lenden lord Bellendea of the kingdom of Scotland ; by which lady, who 
died | „ he had iflue, 1.

This nobleman was born 30 June 1744, elected 1768 and 1774 to 
repreſent the borough of Boſſiney in the county of Cornwal, and con- 
ſtituted 15 June 1772 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of 
Glamorgan.

ſecond troop of horſe guards, colonel in chief of the ſixtieth regiment of 
| foot, and governor of the iſland of Guernſey. 


This nobleman was born 1727, and having embraced 
the military profeſſion, was appointed in the year 1760 commander in 


chief of the forces in North America, where he captured the town 
of Montreal, and completed the conqueſt of Canada 8 September 1760. 


The victorious atchievements of the Britiſh forces in North-America are 
inſcribed upon an obeliſk at lord Amherſt's ſeat of Montreal. He was 
elected 11 April 1761 knight companion of the moſt honourable order of 
the bath, and conſtituted 7 November 1768 colonel in chief of the ſixtieth 


regiment of foot, and colonel of the third regiment of foot. He was 
appointed October 1770 governor of the iſland of Guernſey, and 
declared 22 October 1772 lieutenant general of the office of ordnance.

ALEXANDER WEDDERBURNE, baron Loughborough of Lough- 
borough ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and lord chief 
juſtice of the court of common pleas. 


This nobleman was born 13 February 1733, and elected 1761 and 1768 
to repreſent the boroughs of Irvine and Air in the kingdom of Scotland, 
1774 to repreſent the borough of Oakhampton in the county of Devon, 
and 1778 to repreſent the borough of Biſhops Caſtle in the county of 
Salop. He is ſaid to have obtained a penſion for the celebrated doctor 
Samuel Johnſon during the adminiſtration of the earl of Bute. He entered 
warmly into the meaſures of oppoſition in the affair of the Middleſex 
election in the year 1768; but 23 January 1771 accepted the office of 
ſolicitor general, which he exchanged 16 June 1778 for that of attorney 
general, and was a ſtrenuous ſupporter of the adminiſtration of lord North. 
He was farther promoted 9 June 1780 to be lord chief juſtice of the court 
of common pleas, and ſoon after created baron Loughborough of Lough 
borough.

He ſucceeded 
to the other Scottiſh honours upon the death of his couſin 22 October 
1778, and was elected in the years 1780 and 1784 one of the ſixteen 
repreſentatives of the peerage of Scotland, By king George the third 
he was created baron Douglas of Ameſbury. 


The family of Douglas is deſcended from fir William Douglas, who 
was created by Malcolm the third, king of Scotland, 1061 baron Dou- 
glas. William, lord Douglas, his deſcendant, was created by king David 
the ſecond 1346 earl of Douglas, and had iſſue, 1. „ ſecond 
earl of Douglas.
